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ANY ATTEMPT to reconstruct a de- 

tailed account of the story of the 
birth of Christ must take into account 
four points of considerable importance, 
the significance of which appear to 
have escaped commentators. 


FIRST. Perhaps the key point to the 
story is that the Shepherds were not on 
a hillside just on the outskirts of the 
village, but some considerable distance 
away. We learn this from their remark 
after the vision of angels had faded 
away, “Let us now go even unto,” that 
is, as far as “Bethlehem.” 


“Even” would not have been inserted 
had they been on the outskirts of the 
village. It was inserted obviously to em- 
phasize their distance. Had they been 
close to the village, news of the birth 
might easily have reached them, and 
their claim to have seen a vision of an- 
gels would have been challenged as a 
pure invention. The distance from the 
village substantiated their story. 


SECOND. A point of very special 
importance is that no one in the village, 
and perhaps even in the Inn itself, was 
likely to have known a child was actual- 
ly being born that night. The event 
occurred in the night to two strangers, 
unknown to the villagers, who had only 
arrived in the afternoon. 


It was customary in those days to re- 
tire to sleep soon after nightfall, which 
at that date was about 6 p.m.. All had 
long gone to rest when the event occur- 
red, and the only person likely to be 
awake was the village watchman. It 








appears that even the village nurse was 
not summoned, for we read that Mary 
herself wrapped the Babe in swaddling 


clothes, and laid Him in the manger. 


THIRD. Travail did not come upon 
Mary until she and Joseph were well 
settled for the night in the stable of the 
Inn. Had it begun before reaching 
Bethlehem, they could have travelled 
no further (ambulances and vehicles 
were not available in those days) and 
Christ would have been born on the 
roadside. This fact helps us to fix the 
approximate time of the birth. 


FOURTH. No one in the Inn, or in 
the village, of course, knew that Mary 
was a Virgin, and that as such the Babe 
was a miracle Child. Neither Mary nor 
Joseph would have dared to make this 
known, even to the Innkeeper or his 
wife. 

Had they done so, the claim would 
have been ridiculed and rejected. All 
sympathy for them would have been 
withdrawn, and perhaps even use of the 
stable would have been denied. (See 
Appendix Note I). As it was, they were 
regarded as two ordinary travellers, 
whose circumstances called for special 
compassion. Yet it was necessary in 
some undeniable way to make known 
openly that the Babe was the expected 
Christ and no ordinary child. 


THE STORY OF THE BIRTH 


Bearing these four points in mind, 
we are now in a position to reconstruct 
the details of the story. 


The Biblical story begins with the 





account of the arrival of two travellers 
at Bethlehem, Mary and Joseph. The 
actual day and time of arrival is not 
stated, but may with reasonable assur. 
ance, be deduced from the following 
data. 

First, it was on the day preceding the 
night of the birth, and a few hours be. 
fore the birth occurred, that they arriy. 
ed. Accommodation in the stable was 
obviously an emergency arrangement, 
Had they arrived a day or two previous. 
ly, or even early on the day itself, there 
would have been time to find accom- 
modation in the village, as they did 
subsequently, and not accepted a stable, 
Obviously they had no time to do this. 


Tracing their movements backwards, 
it may reasonably be assumed that they 
reached Bethlehem early in the after. 
noon, an hour or two before sunset, in 
order to give time to find accommoda- 
tion in the village, or to settle in at the 
Inn. They did not anticipate that the 
Inn would be full. (See Appendix Note 
III) 

Bethlehem is some six miles south of 
Jerusalem. The journey from Nazareth 
to Jerusalem generally took about three 
days, travelling slowly as they did. 
They would, therefore, reach Jerusalem 
on the day previous, stay the night there, 
and then set out early the next morning 
to make the last six miles from Jerusa- 
lem to Bethlehem leisurely, so as to 
reach there, shall we say, at about 3 p.m. 
in the afternoon, thus giving themselves 
some three hours of daylight in which 
to find accommodation and settle. 


Here unexpectedly they found the Inn 
full and, it being too late to find ac 
commodation in the village, they ac- 
cepted the only place that could be of- 
fered — the stable attached to the Inn, 
which by tradition was a rough cave 
hollowed out of the rock. Compassion 
for Mary’s condition prompted the of- 
fer to them of this humble emergency 
shelter. 

Night fell soon after they had settled 
in, and not long afterwards travail 
came uporm Mary. We can hardly imag: 
ine that divine Providence would have 
allowed travail to begin until they were 
as comfortably settled as circumstances 
allowed. Thus Christ was born some 
hours after night had fallen, but the 
exact hour is not indicated. 


We emphasize here again that the 
event must have been quite unknown in 
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N EFFECT President Eisenhower’s 
recommendation of “formal treaty 
arrangements” for employment of the 
armed forces of the United States in 
Palestine, is a pledge to Zionists that 
we are willing to make war against the 
Middle East nations. The pattern has 
been set. Only an informed and aroused 
public opinion can change it. 


The policy of the President and those 
near him would enable Zionist conspir- 
ators to embezzle Palestine’s Negev “as 
tich as any in the world” oil reserves 
and the chemicals and minerals of in- 
_ value in and around the Dead 
ea. 


When Israel’s gangster troops drove 
south seven years ago to seize the Ne- 
gev Desert, terminating at the head 
of the Red Sea’s Gulf of Aquaba, they 
assumed control of one of the richest 
land areas on this earth. David Ben- 
Gurion is building a military base there 
from which he hopes to command ship- 
ping lanes to the Far East. Egypt is 
determined that this goal shall not be 
realized. 


The employment of American armed 
forces under “formal treaty engage- 
ments” anticipates the tragic possibili- 
ties of World War III. This is aug- 
mented by the fact that the overwhelm- 





ing majority of our people are una- 
ware of the danger. Zionist propaganda 
organizations in the United States have 
done an effective job of brain washing. 


Distortions of truth and misrepresen- 
tations of facts by Zionist controlled 
newspapers, magazines, motion pictur- 
es, radio, television, politicians, edu- 
cators, churchmen, lecturers and other 
individuals and mediums for controll- 
ing public thought, have carried us to 
the rim of another devastating war. The 
facts which follow will open “the win- 
dows of the mind” to receive a little 
fresh air. 


GREEDY EYES 
Prior to 1919 the Standard Oil Com- 


pany of New York discovered priceless 
oil reserves’ in the Negev Desert of 
southern Palestine. During that year 
the Company submitted to the Peace 
Conference in Paris their geological 
surveys and engineering reports made 
between the years 1914 and 1919. 
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These documents described the oil 
reserves of this area as being “as rich 
as any in the world.” 


It is now known that the Zionists have 
a daily production potential comparing 
favorably with the three to four million 
barrels realized every day from the 
Iraq-Kuwait-Saudi-Iran pools to the im- 
mediate west. This means that approx- 
imately 10-million dollars a day will 
pour into the coffers of the Zionists (if 
they are allowed to keep the land stolen 
seven years ago). 


In 1925 the British Colonial Office 
published a report of their exhaustive 
investigation of the Dead Sea entitled, 
“Production of Minerals from the Wa- 
ters of the Dead Sea.” The value of the 
chemicals and minerals in this body of 
water, based on today’s market prices, 
stands at 5-trillion dollars. 


The greedy eyes of the internation- 
al Zionist conspirators have always been 
focused upon these enormous potential 
sources of wealth. They have resorted 
to every conceivable subterfuge to con- 
ceal their real designs. Knowledge by 
the public of these two basic reasons 
for their interest in Palestine will de- 
stroy all illusions about Zionist claims 
to “religious” and “humanitarian” mo- 
tives. 

Members of the conspiratorial group, 
occupying powerful posts inside the 
United States and British governments, 
have long been able to pull strings and 
shape policies favorable to their objec- 

















tives. 


The Anglo-American Treaty of 1924 
sealed the fate of Palestine and the 
Arabs. Consideration of the Negev’s oil 
reserves became the basic factor in ne- 
gotiating the pact. This betrayal be- 
came a contributing cause to the disin- 
tegration of the British Empire which 
followed. 


Thousands of Palestinian Arabs were 
later sold down the river, victims of 
Zionist chicanery. History tells us that 
retributive justice works surély, even 
though slowly. Nations that have par- 
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ticipated in the crimes of Zionism can 
now begin to read the handwriting on 
the wall. 


LONG RANGE PLANS 
TO DISPOSSESS ARABS 


Prior to World War I Palestine was 
ruled by Turkey. At the outbreak of 
the War in July, 1914, the Standard 
Oil Company of New York had already 
shipped to Palestine a large quantity 
of equipment for drilling oil wells. 


The British displayed great interest 
in the natural resources of the Negev 
Desert when they first occupied Pales- 
tine in 1917 by virtue of aid received 
from Arab armed forces which revolted 
against Turkey. Without this assistance, 
which caused Turkey to fight on a new 
front, England faced sure defeat. 


Mr. William Yale, an employee of 
the Standard Oil Company, was station- 
ed in Jerusalem 1915, 1916 and 1917. 
He also acted as military observer for 
the United States and was attached to 
the British and Arab forces under Gen- 
eral Allenby, then fighting the Turkish 
armies in Palestine. 


General Money, the British Military 
Governor of Jerusalem, and members 
of his staff, tried to force Mr. Yale and 
prominent Arabs into disclosing infor- 
mation regarding oil discoveries made 
in the Negev. The pressure became so 
great that Mr. Yale reported the matter 
to the Military Intelligence in Washing- 
ton and through them to the State De- 
partment. 


Mr. L. I. Thomas, an official of the 
Standard Oil Company in New York, 
protested to the Paris Peace Conference 
in 1919 that the British Foreign Office 
had, by the use of foul tactics, prohibit- 
ed the Company’s geologists and engin- 
eers from proceeding with development 
work in the Negev Desert. 


This opposition was traced to inter- 
national Zionist leaders operating in- 
side the British Government, who had 
long range plans for stealing the land 
from the Arabs and exploiting its 
wealth. 


When in 1919 Mr. Yale held confer- 
ences with British officials in Palestine 
to discuss an equitable arrangement for 
adjusting all problems in the Middle 
East, he emphasized the concern of the 
United States over the British methods 
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employed in their attempt to obtain a 
monopoly of the oil reserves of the en- 
tire area, which included the adjacent 
Iraq-Kuwait-Saudi Arabian-Iran oil re- 
serves. General Allenby and other Brit- 
ish officials, manifested complete ig- 
norance and appeared astonished at the 
suggestion of double-faced, double- 
dealing, double-talk. 


The powers of the British Govern- 
ment were simply prostituted by the in- 
ternational Zionistic conspiratorial 


group. 


WHY COUNT BERNADOTTE 
WAS MURDERED 


In 1915 the British promised the 
Arabs their independence if they would 
revolt against Turkey and join the Al- 
lied Powers. Acting in good faith, the 
Arabs maneuvered their famous “revolt 
in the desert” with General Allenby 
leading. This resulted in the immediate 
defeat of Turkey. 


Thereupon the Allies were able to in- 
vade Austria-Hungary and successfully 
attack Germany. The repudiation of 
Great Britain’s solemn obligation to the 
Arabs, at the behest of Zionists, will for- 
ever remain one of the blackest pages 
in the history of Christian civilization. 
It has not been forgotten by the Islamic 
world. 

In 1917, two years after the pledge 
to the Arabs, the British gave a letter 
to the Zionists signed by Arthur Bal- 
four (called the “Balfour Declara- 
tion”), drafted in the United States by 
Supreme Court Justice Louis Brandeis 
and Felix Frankfurter. Although the 
British owned nothing in Palestine to 
legitimately promise anyone, they prom- 
ised in this letter to the Zionists a 
“homeland in Palestine” and not as the 
Zionists falsified, “Palestine as a home- 


land.” 
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The United Nations did not include 
the Negev Desert in the territory allo. 
cated to the Zionists in 1948. This area, 
“as rich as any in the world,” im oil 
reserves, was rightfully left in the hands 
of Palestinian Arabs. Despite this fact, 
Zionist armies in 1949 marched into the 
Negev and have occupied it since then. 


Count Bernadotte was sent by the 
United Nations to make an on-the-spot 
investigation. When Zionists learned he 
was about to demand that they evacuate 
the area, they murdered him in cold 
blood on the streets of Jerusalem. 
Zionist pressure in the United Nations 
has kept his report from ever being 
made public. 


Ralph Bunche accompanied Count 
Bernadotie to Palestine as an assistant 
and became his successor. He had as- 
sisted in preparing the report demand- 
ing that the Zionists return the Negev 
to its rightful owners. 


Bunche reversed himself and did not 
demand that the United Nations take 
the necessary steps to compel evacu- 
ation. His idea of justice is to permit 
thieves to keep what they have stolen. 
The Zionists have repaid Bunche by 
having him showered with honors. They 
have built him up in the public mind 
as a great somebody! 


The United States has not yet fully 
felt the reaction of 450-million Mos- 
lems for the part played in the rape of 
Palestine. Can we hope to escape the 
consequences of participating in the 
most inhuman aggression by force and 
violence against innocent and helpless 
people, in all recorded history? The 
United States will have to work fast in 
helping to correct this injustice if it 
hopes to retrieve respect and friendship 
lost on the part of the world’s Arab 
population. 


“FORMAL TREATY 
ARRANGEMENTS” 


President Eisenhower’s proposal for 
employment of American armed forces 
in Palestine was officially proclaimed 
by his Secretary of State, John Foster 
Dulles, on August 26, 1955. Zionist 
controlled newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision made certain the announcement 
was given world-wide publicity. 

Mr. Dulles was rushed to New York 
on the above date to announce this offer 
of military and financial assistance be- 
fore the Council on Foreign Affairs, an 
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effective part of the Zionist “shadow 
government” apparatus in the United 
States. Mr. Dulles stated: 


“President Eisenhower has authoriz- 
ed me to say ... he would recommend 
that the United States join in formal 
treaty arrangements to prevent or thwart 
any effort by either side to alter by 
force the boundaries between Israel and 
its Arab neighbors.” 


Under the terms of “formal treaty 
arrangements,” the armed forces of the 
United States may be fighting in Middle 
East countries sooner than the disinter- 
ested public now thinks possible. 


Let President Eisenhower visualize a 
group of gangsters, thieves and robbers 
invading his Gettysburg farm, taking 
over a large part of the acreage, chang- 
ing the boundary lines. Then let him 
imagine the authorities announcing that 
“arrangements” have been made “to pre- 
vent or thwart any effort by either side 
to alter by force the boundaries.” This 
hypothetical suggestion very well states 
the case of the Palestinian Arab dispos- 
sessed of his property and possessions. 


JEWS HOLD POLITICAL 
BALANCE IN FIVE STATES 


Of course President Eisenhower is a 
politician and as such has his eye on 
the 1956 election. His group naturally 
enjoys the prestige, power and profit 
that goes with administering a 65-bil- 
lion dollar annual budget. 

He has no doubt been advised by his 
subordinates, that in order to win next 
time, it will be necessary to obtain the 
votes in the Electoral College of the five 
States in which Zionists hold the bal- 
ance of political power. 




















A president is actually elected by a 
majority of all the electoral votes cast 
by the States in the Electoral College. 
The five States essential for victory in 
next year’s presidential election are 
New York, California, Illinois, Penn- 


-sylvania and Massachusetts. 


In the 1952 presidential elections 
these five States had 148 Electoral Col- 
lege votes out of a total of 531, or ap- 
proximately 28 per cent, more than 
enough to swing an election. The Zion- 
ists are credited with being able to de- 
liver these votes through concentrated 
Population, the power of the purse and 

€ secret control they wield over news- 
papers, radio and television. 


The Zionist votes in New York City 
carry control of New York State. The 
lonist votes of Los Angeles and San 
Tancisco carry control of California. 

e Zionist votes of Chicago carry con- 
trol of Illinois. The Zionist votes of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh carry con- 


trol of Pennsylvania. The Zionist votes 
of Boston carry control of Massachu- 
setts. 


This analysis is predicated on the 
proposition that a large number of ad- 
ditional Zionist votes are scattered 
through the smaller cities of the five 
pivotal States, and taking into account 
also the economic and financial pres- 
sures which these people are capable 
of exerting. The “quid pro quo” (tit 
for tat) deals made with other racial, 
religious and political groups — Ne- 





groes, Catholics, Italians, etc., is also 
a factor to be considered. 


Practical politicians of both parties 
are fully aware of the behind-the-scenes 
power that Zionism possesses in swing- 
ing elections. And so President Eisen- 
hower sends his Secretary of State to 
New York with a reassuring message 
that the boundaries fixed in Palestine 
by the international brigands are not 
to be altered.

mail political parties into competing 
for their favors.

PALESTINE TERROR

AiMost from the _ beginning the 

Zionist movement has been one of 
terror. Never in history have more 
bloody and horrible acts of murder, 
arson and pillage been committed than 
by the underground army in Palestine. 
The Stern Gang and other bodies of 
Jewish extremists have been a disgrace 
to their race and have shamed all law 
abiding Jews throughout the world. The 
assassination of one of the best friends 
the Jews ever had culminated these 
acts of viciousness.

They have been 
driven from their homes and lands by 
murderous gangs whose use of powder 
and lead can have no justification what- 
soever. 

To charge up to Almighty God these 
acts of dishonor and murderous hate 18 
the last word in blasphemy. God is not 
bringing Israel back to Palestine by 
such processes. God had nothing to do 
with the assassination of Count Folke 
Berndotte and the numerous other 
bloody acts of desperation that have 
marked the setting up of the new state 
of Israel. 
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ESPITE unsettled conditions, tour- 

ist interest and travel in the Holy 
Land has never been as great as now. 
Distressing news regarding the war po- 
tential serves to keep the area constant- 
ly in the public mind ... which, oddly 
enough, is having a stimulating effect 
on tourist trade and travel. 

Agencies that specialize in arranging 
itineraries say travel in the Middle East 
is almost equal to Europe at the pres- 
ent time. Christians are pouring in, in 
a greater stream, than ever before. The 
Arab countries are doing everything 
possible to safeguard and preserve all 
shrines sacred to the believer. 

It is to be questioned if any group 
of Christians is more Holy Land con- 
scious than the Defender Family of 
readers. This is due to three major de- 
velopments within the framework of the 
Defenders organization: 

(a) The launching of a missionary 
project with headquarters in Jerusalem, 
Jordan, including an Industrial School 
and Bible Institute, in which men and 
women are being taught trades and 
schooled in the Scriptures ... with 
plans for establishing later a medical 
clinic, orphanage and Gospel center on 
the Mount of Olives. 

(b) The discovery of the Under- 
ground Church near the Tomb of Christ, 
an event that is attracting wide atten- 
tion in religious circles. There now re- 
mains no doubt but what this edifice, 
carved out of solid rock, was used for 
worship purposes in the days of the 
Apostles. The Defenders organization 
financed archaeological operations un- 
til the undertaking was interrupted by 
official orders ... but it is hoped that 
permission will be received to resume 
work soon.

i WAS my pleasure to visit the 
Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem 
earlier this year ... the edifice beneath 
which there is a Cave believed to be 
the place where our Lord was born. 


In reality the Church is a combina- 
tion and an evolution of several church- 
es, comprising a sprawling layout cov- 
ering a large area. Bethlehem, as we 
know the city today, is built around it. 


The first Church of the Nativity was 
erected on orders of Constantine soon 
after his mother, the Empress Helena, 
made her pilgrimage to Palestine about 
the year 325. Prior to that time, a local 
tradition existed concerning a Cave near 
the village which was reputed to be 
the birthplace of Jesus. 


According to Jerome, the sacred spot 
was desecrated and made into a shrine 
to the Roman deity Adonis, the mythi- 
cal lover of Venus. This occurred af- 
ter the invasion of Emperor Hadrian. 
These are Jerome’s words: “In the cave 
where the infant Christ once cried, the 
paramour of Venus was bewailed.” 


When Constantine ascended the 
throne of Rome, he sensed the need of 


a spiritual basis for imperial unity. The 
Christian religion appeared to be the 
best medium. He therefore launched a 
reform movement, giving liberty to 
Christians, at the same time suppress- 
ing pagan observances. Churches were 
ordered built throughout the Empire. 


The aim of all architects responsible 
for the succession of Nativity Churches 
has been twofold: to shelter and glorify 
the Cave, and to provide a place for 
public devotions. The original Church 
is believed to have stood about two 
hundred years, being destroyed by fire. 


The appearance of Bethlehem, and 
all Palestine, underwent a change dur- 
ing the period that Christianity was 
sponsored as the official religion of the 
Roman Empire. Worship centers sprang 
up everywhere in town and countryside. 
There was a steady influx of pilgrims to 
the holy places. 

Perhaps the most noted visitor of 
that early period was a Dalmatian 
priest by the name of Eusebius Hierony- 
mus, now known to us as St. Jerome. 
He came from Rome and his compan- 
ions included two ladies of wealth, 
members of a Roman family of distine- 
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tion — Lady Paula, a widow, and her 
daughter. 


Jerome, the greatest Biblical scholar 
of his day, was then engaged in revis- 
ing the Latin translation of the Bible. 
He sought seclusion at Bethlehem for 
performance of the tedious task. The 
finished product became known as the 
Latin Vulgate. Other works, theological, 
biographical and critical, also flowed 
from his pen. He died in the year 420 
at the age of 80 and was buried near 
the Cave of the Nativity. Paula and 
her daughter established a convent for 
women. 


The original Church of the Nativity, 
built by Constantine and Helena, exist- 
ed at that time. It was demolished un- 
der Emperor Justinian, whose reign 
covered 527 to 565. 


Justinian sent an envoy to pull down 
the old Church and erect another of 
such size, splendor and beauty that no 
edifice in Jerusalem could compare with 
it. Someone gave the Emperor a bad re- 
port regarding the appearance of the 
building, with the result that the archi- 
tect was beheaded upon returning to 
Rome.

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The Church as we see it today is, in 
most essentials, the work of this un- 
fortunate man. Archaeological excava- 
tions have proved that the present build- 
ing was erected on the spot where the 
old one stood. My guide lifted a piece 
of marble floor about three feet square 
to show me the hidden mosaic beneath 
it which survived Justinian’s conflagra- 
tion. 

The Persians swept into Palestine in 
the year 614, but were expelled by 
Christian armies within two decades. 
The Church of the Nativity survived. 
But a greater peril was imminent. No- 
mad tribes from desert areas banded 
together, stormed the outposts of the 
Christian world and threatened to wrest 
the holy places from the Empire. Beth- 
lehem was overrun and hemmed in by 
ferocious bands. By the year 634 Chris- 
tians did not dare try to celebrate Christ- 
mas in the Church of the Nativity. 


The pressure of persecution lifted by 
degrees, while Christian and Moslem 
settled down to a peaceful existence. 
One historian writing of this period 
says: “Christians continued to clean 
that part of the Church where Moslems 
prayed and to tend the lamps. Pilgrims 
came from distant countries to Bethle- 
hem at Christmas time and people of 
both faiths prayed in the church without 
conflict.” 


Then came the Crusaders in 1099, 
whose arrival marked the beginning of 
a new chapter in the Bethlehem story. 
The Church of the Nativity was a major 
goal of Crusade pilgrims. They found 
it still intact, roofed with lead, floored 
in white marble, decorated on the walls 
by mosaic pictures. After six centuries, 
the handiwork of Justinian’s architect 
was still in evidence. 


A general restoration was undertak- 
en during the middle of the twelfth cen- 
tury. The walls of the Cave were cover- 
ed with marble and have remained un- 
disturbed to this day. 


Bethlehem became the scene of other 
struggles, but as a whole the sacred pre- 
mises seemed to command respect, re- 
gardless of who was in power. 


In 1461, the ancient roof timbers 
were seen to be rotting and threaiening 
collapse. Turkish Sultans were then in 
control. The structure fell into a state

of decay. It was not until 1480 that the 
Franciscan leader of the Holy Land was 
able to repair the roof and assure its 
safety. Two shiploads of wood from 
Venice and a supply of. new lead from 
England were consumed. 


The next century witnessed further 
decay and considerable vandalism. A 
detailed description of the Church as it 
stood in 1626 was written by a Francis- 
can friar. The repairs of 1480 had to 
be duplicated again in 1670, this time 
under the direction of patriarchs of the 
Greek Church. Timbers and other ma- 
terials were brought this time from 
Constantinople. 


By the dawn of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, Bethlehem was one of the most 
prosperous communities in that part of 
the world, due largely to the tourist 
trade. Travelers were often treated bad- 
ly, becoming the victims of robber 
bands along the way. But, upon reach- 
ing the Church, the visitor invariably 
felt compensated, enriched and solem- 
nized by the knowledge that he was 
probably standing at the very place 
where the Virgin entered into travail 
under the beams of a Star of Mystery. 


The last major repair work on the 
Church of the Nativity was done in 
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1842 to correct the damage of an earth- 
quake. The year 1918 witnessed a few 
touches, but the building stands today 
in practically the same condition that 
workmen left it in 1842. 


* * * 


HE CAVE can be entered at all times, 
from the north or south, by des- 
cending short flights of stairs. Uphol- 
stered benches invite the visitor to be 
seated for prayer and meditation. The 
interior is an irregular oblong vault. 


Arculfus, writing in the seventh cen- 
tury, described it as follows: 


“A sort of natural half-cavern, the 
innermost part of which is the Manger 
of the Lord ... Another place, close to 
the said Manger but nearer as you enter, 
is said to have been the actual spot of 
the Lord’s Nativity. The whole of this 
Cave of the Manger of the Lord at Beth- 
lehem has been adorned on the inside 
with precious marble.” 
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SS EUGENIA PRICE wandered 

for 18 years in the darkness of 
atheism. Today, in her early thirties, 
she is reaching large numbers of people, 
with a ringing Gospel testimony by 
means of books, radio broadcasts and 
public appearances. She calls herself 
a “transformed pagan.” 


Miss Price writes and produces a 
radio program called “Unshackled,” 
which originates in Chicago and is 
heard over some 150 stations reaching 
across the continent. It dramatizes con- 
versions, often taking as subjects men 
and women led to Christ along Chi- 
cago’s skid row. 


At the time of her conversion in 1949, 
Miss Price was head of her own pro- 
duction office, turning out large scale 
programs for the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, National Broadcasting 
Company and other organizations. Her 
scripts were regarded as top level in the 
profession. 


She dissolved secular business con- 
nections soon after conversion, be- 
lieving that to continue would compro- 
mise her witness for Christ. Within a 
short time broad avenues of service 
opened. Her exceptional talents began 
to be used for the Lord’s glory. Truly, 
“old things passed away, all things be- 
came new.” 


Miss Price’s three books have devel- 
oped an amazing sales record — “The 
Burden is Light,” “Never a Dull Mo- 
ment” and “Discoveries.” Distribution 
is reaching astronomical figures. The 
Fleming H. Revell Company publishes 
one of the titles, and the Zondervan 
Publishing House processes two. 


THE BURDEN IS LIGHT 


There is a subtitle to this book, “The 
Autobiography of a Transformed Pa- 
gan.” 

This is Eugenia Price’s own story — 
a story more thrilling than a novel, but 
captivating because true. It is brilliant- 
ly written in swiftly moving chapters 
that keep the reader’s mind glued to the 
pages. 


On the surface, she was a successful 
business woman with material advan-

tages which the casual observer might 
think bespoke happiness. But in the 
heart area all was emptiness and void. 
There were days of loneliness, spent on 
Chicago’s North Side, seeking joy, 
peace, contentment and soul rest which 
the world could not give. 


Then Ellen Riley, whom she had not 
seen since they were girls together, ap- 
peared on the scenes. The meeting was 
providential. Miss Riley had recently 
passed through a spiritual crisis in 
which the Lord’s presence became ex- 
perientially real. This fact made it 
possible for her to say the right thing 
at the right time when the two 
“chanced” to meet.

R. LOWRY is Pastor of one of the 
largest churches on the Pacific 
coast, located at Oakland, California 
. an original thinker, a finished scho- 
lar and a man of courage. 


For reasons which to him are good 
and sufficient, he rejects and argues 
against the belief that Jews are superior 
to other nationalities by racial origin. 


He insists, according to Acts 10:34 
that “God is no respecter of persons” 
... and says: 


“IT send this book out with full 
knowledge that it is hot and controver- 
sial. If the effort causes sincere Chris- 
tians to do some thinking for themselves 
and cease taking their Bible knowledge 
predigested, like they do breakfast ce- 
real, I shall feel repaid. There are fun- 
damental Christian leaders in this Coun- 
try who haven’t had a new idea on the 
subjects I discuss in 25 years. We can 
stand a little controversy at this point!” 


The title of his book (“Whither Is- 
raeli?”) would seem to suggest a study 
of international Zionism and the new 
political state, about which so much 
is being these days reported in the press 
and over the radio. But this is not the 
case. 
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Dr. Lowry goes deeper than that! 


His treatise is theological, doctrinal 
and prophetical, rather than political. 
It bears the striking subtitle, “Mosaic 
Restorationism Examined.” 


Five well-written chapters, consisting 
of 35-thousand words, are employed in 
submitting answers to such questions as 
the following: 


Are Jews, as we know them today, 
especially “chosen” of God? Do they 
possess rights and privileges denied 
other peoples? Does the Old Testament 
contain special promises for them, 
awaiting fulfillment? Who are God’s 
chosen people? 


What does the word “Israel” mean? 
Is the Church, born-again believers col- 
lectively, the true Israel? Is the idea of 
attributing racial superiority to Jewry, 
Talmudic or Christian? 


Is Mosaic restorationism Scriptural? 
Does the parable of the leafing fig tree 
teach a national restoration to Pales- 
tine for the Jews? Is Jesus, or events in 
the Middle East, our true hope?

AFTER describing briefly the rise of 


the Zionist state in Palestine and ex. 
plaining that a certain schoo] of Bible 
students attach prophetical importance 
to the development, Dr. Lowry explains 
why he believes they are mistaken. 


Some preachers are accused of preach- 
ing the Jews more than they preach 
Christ. They delegate to Jewry profer- 
red blessings which, in reality, belong 
to the Church. They “project many of 
the blessings that Christ has provided 
for His present day Church into a Jew. 
ish millennium of some future day.” 


To do this it is necessary to isolate 
and torture texts of Scripture, attach- 
ing meanings which violate known rules 
of interpretation. On page 61 the read- 
er finds these words: 


“Tt is a general principle in Chris- 
tian exegesis that a doctrine must find 
sufficient and positive proof from the 
New Testament before it can be accept- 
ed as a part of Church doctrine. If the 
doctrine of ‘the restoration’ is of such 
vital importance, the New Testament 
should furnish the doctrine adequate 
support. In this instance, where evidence 
is most needed, it is most lacking.” 


Dr. Lowry attributes to the Talmud, 
and not to Scripture, the ideas which in- 
flate the Jewish ego. This document, 
comprising the accumulated writings of 
the rabbis from Babylon to the fifth 
century A.D., is presented as the driv- 
ing force of Judaism. 


It placed the “vial upom the heart” 
of Jews to which Paul refers in II Cor- 
inthians 3:15 and caused them to crucl 
fy Jesus. Their attitude has never 
changed, thanks to the vicious, immor- 
al, criminal contents of the Talmud. 


Attempts to consummate the Talmud- 
ic dream of world domination have been 
made at other times, and always asso 
ciated with some plan for making Jerv- 
salem the center of power and author- 
ity. 


pret 
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“Perhaps the best known attempt 
was that in the days of the Roman 
Caesar, Julian the Apostate, who en- 
thusiastically backed the effort,” says 
Dr. Lowry. “Persons conversant with 
history will remember the tragic fail- 
ure. The united effort to rebuild the 
temple by Julian and the Jews is record- 
ed by Sozomen.” 


Thereupon this source is quoted 
(from “The Ecclesiastical History, Post- 
Nicene Fathers’’) : 


“Julian thought to grieve the Chris- 
tians by favoring the Jews, who are 
their most inveterate enemies he 
gave them public money, commanded 
them to rebuild the temple, and to prac- 
tice the cult similar to that of their an- 
cestors, by sacrificing after the ancient 
way. 


“The Jews entered upon their under- 
taking, without reflecting that, accord- 
ing to the prediction of the holy pro- 
phets, it could not be accomplished. 
They sought for the most skillful arti- 
sans, collected materials, cleared the 
ground, and entered so earnestly upon 
the task, that even the women carried 
heaps of earth, and brought their neck- 
laces and other female ornaments to- 
ward defraying the expense. The em- 
peror, the other pagans, and all the 
Jews, regarded every other undertaking 
as secondary in importance to this ... 
they reckoned upon its ultimate success, 
and hoped by this means to falsify the 
prophecies of Christ.” 


Sozomen goes on to relate how, as 
they were about to lay the first founda- 
tion of the temple, their work was in- 
terrupted by an earthquake which killed 
and wounded many. Neither pagan nor 
Jew was willing to stop. Sozomen con- 
tinues: 


“But all parties relate, that they had 
scarcely returned to the undertaking, 
when fire burst suddenly from the foun- 
dations of the temple, and consumed 
several of the workmen ... A more tan- 
gible and still more extraordinary pro- 
digy ensued; suddenly the sign of the 
cross appeared spontaneously on the 
garments of the persons engaged in the 
undertaking ... Many were led to con- 
fess that Christ is God, and that the re- 


building of the temple was not pleasing 
to Him ... If any one does not feel dis- 
posed to believe my narrative, let him 
go and be convinced by those who heard 
the facts I have related from the eye- 
witnesses of them, for they are still 
alive. Let him enquire, also, of the Jews 
and pagans who left the work in an in- 
complete state, or who, to speak more 
accurately, were able to commence it.” 
x ® ® 

R. LOWRY writes off as a “racial 

complex” the idea that Jews occupy 
a place of preferment in the mind and 
purpose of God. He fails to find in them, 
or any other nationality, the perfection 
that such a claim would presuppose. 


“All have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God,” he says, quoting 
Romans 3:23. A Jew, like every other 
human being, must come humbly before 
the Cross and accept grace to meet his 
needs. Racial salvation simply does not 
exist, according to Dr. Lowry’s under- 
standing. 


Among the interpretations he rejects, 
and regards as virtual fetishes, is the 
one which says that the term “fig tree” 
in Scripture refers to modern Jewry. 
Considerable space is devoted to this 
subject, concluding with these words: 


“It is certain that the ‘parable of the 
fig tree and the other trees’ and the ‘red 
and lowring sky’ sign (Matthew 16:2, 
3) were used by Jesus as nature signs, 
not prophetic signs. In spite of these 
plain facts Christians are being asked 
from pulpit, radio, television and the 
press to watch for the ‘leafing fig tree’ 
or the restoration of Israel as a sign of 
Christ’s return. Nowhere did Jesus or 
His apostles indicate this leafing fig 
tree had reference to a national restor- 
ation of Israel. God warns against add- 
ing to, as well as taking from His 
Word.” 


Attention is given to the so-called 
“ten lost tribes.” These groups are be- 
lieved to have returned with Judah and 
Benjamin. 


Those classified as Jews are not sons 
of Abraham in the sense of lineal blood 
descent. They are exceedingly mixed 
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racially, held together. by Talmudic 
ties, not blood. 


The books on the Old Covenant were 
closed with the coming of Christ. Mem- 
bership in the New Covenant is deter- 
mined by spiritual birth, through Christ, 
whereby believers are “called out of 
the world” (comprising the true Israel) 
even as ancient Israel was called out of 
the nations for a special mission. 


“Whither Israeli” concludes with this 
the following summary: 


“Tt is a fact that national Israel was 
a type, just as typical as were her holy- 
days, sacrifices, priesthood and temple. 
It is a law in typology that a type is a 
temporary arrangement destined, in 
God’s own time, to give place to the 
antitype. Ancient or typical Israel was 
a type of the New Testament Kingdom 
of God. The type was superseded eter- 
nally by the antitype. 


“In conclusion I offer a brief sug- 
gestion concerning the common ques- 
tion, ‘Does the present Palestinian effort 
have prophetic significance?’ We must 
remember that this is only one out of 
many attempts which have been made 
since 70 A.D. Whether this present ef- 
fort will create a strong international 
capital for world Judaism remains to 
be seen. The present state of Israel has 
stirred a storm of controversy in Chris- 
tian theology. It has provoked the wrath 
of the Moslem world. War clouds are 
gathering. There is thunder over Is- 
rael!” 
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ET US RECALL the history and cir- 

cumstances which brought on that 
first mass mania called the St. Vitus 
Dance: 

Our story begins in Apulia, a spot 
which time had forgotten. Founded by 
Greek seafarers in ancient days, it re- 
mained mostly unchanged by the rise 
and fall of democracy in Greece. The 
Roman Republic had encircled Apulia 
but without affecting life in the ancient 
Greek colony to any appreciable ex- 
tent. People of Apulia worshipped the 
old gods of Greece and _ recognized 
Dionysus as their chief deity. Sigerist 
says of the Apulians: 


“Orgiastic rites of a decidedly erotic 
character were performed. People 
danced madly to the sound of music, 
dressed in bright clothes with garlands 
of vine leaves, waving the thyrsus, ut- 
tering obscene words, tearing their 
clothes, whipping each other, drinking 
wine ...” 

Christianity came late to Apulia. It 
could make no compromise with such 
customs. And yet, says Sigerist: “These 
very rites that appealed to the most 
elementary instincts were the most deep- 
ly rooted. They persisted, and we can 
well imagine that people gathered se- 
cretly to perform the old dances and all 
that went with them. In doing so, they 
sinned, until one day ...” 


And that is the day St. Vitus dancing 
became legitimized. Historians of the 
Middle Ages do not record the manner 
of the subversive take-over, so here 
we must draw our parallel from mo- 
dern history: 


Forces of Satan could not be com- 
promised with the principles of Chris- 
tianity. Therefore, if the orgiastic and 
obscene practices were to be tolerated, 
they must be given a “Christian look.” 
This could be accomplished most easily 





by securing a Patron Saint who would 
seem to bless the obscenity. Such a 
Saint was already established in the 
personality of St. Vitus, child martyr 
of the Diocletian persecution, who was 
already being invoked by those suffer- 
ing from epilepsy. 

Then, if the orgiastic obscenities 
could be given the “medical look” of 
epileptic affliction, the legitimizing of 
sin would be accomplished and the fore- 
es of evil would emerge triumphant 
over the principles of Christ. 


Here the tarantula became the servant 
of Satan and accessory before the fact 
of mass insanity. The fiction was spread 
that a bite from the tarantula was re- 
sponsible for the St. Vitus dancing 
mania. Thus legitimized, the best peo- 
ple proceeded to engage in orgies of 
sex and crapulation, terpischore and 
thespianism, without the slightest feel- 
ing of sin. 

Before dismissing the records of the 
mass insanity of the Middle Ages, and 
turning to the modern mania, let us 
impress two important statements of 
fact: 

1. The mania began in an obscure 
district in southeastern Italy, a spot 
which time had forgotten, in the 13th 
Century. 

2. The mania spread throughout Eu- 
rope and remained for several centuries 
before it began to die out. 


May we suggest that you consider this 
possibility? Perhaps the mania of the 
Middle Ages merely changed its form 
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and became the mass insanity which 
obsesses the world today — and which 
seems to have reached shrieking inten. 
sity in the United States, where the peo- 
ple are subject to “epidemic outbursts 
of mental and physical excitement” as 
never before in our brief but brilliant 
history. In any case, we have become 
the victims of a type of mass madness, 


Like Baglivi and Ferdinandus of the 
Middle Ages, we who are living during 
the intensity of the present mania can. 
not clearly define its origin or causes, 
though we must suffer its effects. How- 
ever, by studying its symptoms and ob- 
serving its effects, we can (like Ferdin. 
andus) determine that it is a type of 
mass insanity; that it began in Europe 
and did not come to the United States 
until the latter years of the last century, 
when it was brought over by afflicted 
peoples of certain areas of the Old 
World. We know, too, that the epidemic 
is inspired by the anti-Christ, seeks to 
disguise itself in robes of sainthood 
nonetheless, and strives to dethrone the 
eternal God. Let us look at this modern 
St. Vitus Dancing in a different light: 


Modern folk, when “bitten” by the 
tarantula, first feel a state of spiritual 
and mental insecurity. But, instead of 
invoking the aid of the True God, they 


begin seeking false patron saints. 


Some have turned to a man-made 
patron saint called Karl Marx. Some 
sought solace from insecurity in a Hit- 
ler or a Mussolini. In the United States, 
the vast mass of those “bitten” turned 
to Saint F.D.R. for surcease from their 
spiritual and mental insecurity. 


Regardless of the man-made patron 
saint invoked by the modern victim 
of the tarantula, the victim’s health 
chart assumes an almost identical read- 
ing. The victim is diagnosed as suffer- 
ing, not from spiritual and mental in- 
security, but from social and economic 
insecurity. Immediately the victim is 
promised treatment which is nothing 
more or less than treatment of the effect 
rather than the cause. 


The treatment always begins with 
the administering of copious doses of 
slogans (just as the St. Vitus Dancer 
felt compelled to wave the thyrsus). 
In one part of the world, the slogan 
was “lebensraum.” In another it was 
“liberte, egalite, fraternite.” In still an- 
other it was “workers of the world, 
unite,” “new deal,” ad nauseum. 


If the use of a modern adaptation of 
the St. Vitus madness has induced 4 
mass mania which prevents people from 
recognizing the truth, even when t 
truth is staring them in the face — does 
not the remedy suggest itself? The cause 
of our national ailments is spiritua 
and a remedy at that level must be 
found.

SECOND

patients stretched out on operating 
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tables. Reference is also made to the 
subject of fees charged, but very ad- 
roitly. 


“Ultraradical surgery — the whole- 
sale removal of organs and large sec- 
tions of surrounding tissue — is not a 


merely negative attack. It is a positive 
attack that causes great expense, untold 
suffering and usually shortens the span 
of life. The conventional time-tested 
cancer operations are useful. But many 
of the modern, ultraradical operations 
can be a cruel waste.

There was 
a huge mass way back there, and he 
got a lot of it out, enough to nearly 
fill a half pint fruit jar. He couldn't 
get all of it. He said about half the 
mass was still there and it was wound 
around my jugular vein, leaving a pas- 
sage about the thickness of a lead pen- 
cil. He called in other doctors to see it. 


“They sent the mass to the labora- 
tory and when the report came back 
they wouldn’t tell me or my wife what 
the trouble was. All Dr. Van de Roth- 
geber told her was if I had any busi- 
ness to straighten out, I’d better do it 
because I was hanging on the limb. She 
was going to be a widow. 


“Well, I went back to work and pret- 
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ty soon a whispering campaign started. 
One of the doctors who was in on the 
operation went hunting with a fellow 
who worked with me and told him that 
the biopsy had come back cancer. This 
fellow spread the word at the mill and 
finally the bookkeeper, who was a 
friend of mine, heard it. He called up 
my wife and told her what my trouble 
was. That’s how I learned that I had 


cancer. 


“T went to the doctor and asked him 
what I could do. He said there was but 
one thing to do, hit it with X-ray or 
radium. He sent me to Dr. X. R. Hyde, 
an X-ray and radium man in the Medi- 
cal Arts Building. I went there on No- 
vember 10, 1939 and Dr. Hyde put on 
what he called a ‘block treatment’ for 
about 24 hours. Then he taped five 
needles to my neck for about five days, 
eight hours each day. The swelling went 
away but I was all red from the tip of 
my ear down as far as you could see. 


“About six months later the swelling 
came back, two places opened up on the 
outside of my neck and were discharg- 
ing pus. I went to the Lisbon Veterans’ 
Hospital at Dallas. Dr. Baker there sug- 
gested that the best thing to do was to 
go to the Hines Cancer Clinic, the Veter- 
ans’ Administration Hospital at Chica- 
go, Illinois. So I applied for a reser- 
vation. It finally came through and I 
went to Hines on September 2, 1940. 


“They put me on the table, examined 
me and found a big mass hanging down 
like a bunch of blueberries far back 
in my throat. They went ahead and 
took another biopsy and it turned out 
sarcoma of the interior glands of the 
neck. 


“One of the doctors wanted to take 
out the soft palate of my mouth, plate 
it with gold, and then give me deep 
X-ray. But two others advised me not 
to take the treatment, the mass being 
too close to the brain. They said I’d 
never live through it. I stayed there 
two weeks and every night I lay awake 
and could see nothing but the black 
box ahead of me. I made up my mind 
I wasn’t going to take that deep X-ray. 
So I refused the treatment, left Hines. 
I'd lost 27 pounds in those two weeks; 
when I got on the train I couldn’t hard- 
ly walk. 

“I came back to Fort Worth and after 
a while went to Dr. Hyde and took some 
more radium treatments, a series of six 
settings, from January 1941 to April 
1941. I was burned up. I couldn’t take 


any more. I was a walking agony, pain 
and distress. I wanted to die and 
smelled like I ought to die. 


“The odor was so bad you couldn’t 
hardly stand it. I was ashamed for any- 
body to come to my house. I couldn’t 
talk above a whisper. I couldn’t hardly 
hear. I couldn’t see. I couldn’t breathe. 
I couldn’t sleep. 


“Well, one day a friend of mine by 
the name of Cole came and told me 
about the Hoxsey Clinic.

My wife 
woke up and called to me. And I said, 
just as natural as you please, ‘I am here 
in the bathroom.’ 


“It like to have scared her to death, 
my talking like that for the first time 
in months. She ran in, then she grabbed 
the kids and told them I was talking. 
They were sure happy, and I was too. 
That’s the truth, that’s exactly what 
happened, and I'll swear it on a stack 
of Bibles as high as the tallest build- 


ing in Dallas. 


“My speech came to me, my hearing 
came back and my eyesight began to get 
beiter and better. I kept om taking the 
medicine for a period of five months. 
Then the tissue began to break down on 
the outside where the radium had scar- 
red it and it had all rotted out. 


“So they put on the yellow powder. 
They did this twice. It went plumb on 
through my neck into my mouth, and 
the mass in my throat began to dry up. 
I guess it was a couple or three months 
before it came out. The doctor took 
forceps, kept working on it from the 
outside, and it all came right on out in 
a big, hard mass with thousands of little 
roots. And a piece of my cheek bone 
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came out too, a little snip about the size 
of a dime. 


“TI had a hole in my neck. I could 
take water in my mouth and roll my 
head to one side and it would run out 
through the hole down my neck. It 
finally healed and filled in with tissue. 
Now all I have is a small scar on the 
side of my neck. I began to eat solid 
food and pick up weight. I weighed 
only 145 when I first went to the Hox- 
sey Clinic and I weighed 189 when I 
was discharged from there some 18 
months later. That was around the end 
of 1942.

His name is 
Drew, Dr. Ira Walton Drew, at 5304 
Wayne Ave., and I am surprised that 
you have never written him up. You 
must not know about him, and [| there- 
fore suggest that you get on his trail. 


“Dr. Drew knew Dr. Lincoln person- 
ally and worked with him. I personally 
doubt if there is in the Country any 
doctor better qualified to give you the 
kind of information that people want 
and need about the Bacteriophage treat- 
ment ... Sincerely, O. L. M.” 

Other letters, similar in content, have 
been received from Pennsylvania read- 
ers. One patient in New York City, who 
went to Philadelphia for care by Dr. 
Drew, wrote professing triumph over 
a long standing ailment which had been 
pronounced incurable. 

Finally, last month a member of the 
Defender staff arranged for an inter- 
view. He found Dr. Drew affable, will- 
ing to answer questions, but cagey about 
making claims for the Lincoln treat- 
ment that might be interpreted as sen- 
sational. There was a tendency to play 
down his achievements in medicine, but 
a decided willingness to discuss, and 
ever play up, the record which he made 
in Congress. 





The interview rambled along as fol- 
lows: 


Question: Dr. Drew, how did you 
like being a Congressman? 

Answer: I liked it. I found in serv- 
ing the Seventh (now the Sixth) Con- 
gressional District located in Philadel- 
phia, an opportunity to serve my fellow 
man at a different level than as doctor. 
It was an interesting diversion. I have 
always beer interested in politics. At 
the age of 21, I was chairman of my 
Ward back in Burlington, Vermont. 


Q. How long did you serye in Con- 
gress? 

A. Only one term. 

Q. Doctor, I believe you are an Os- 
teopath? 

A. Yes. I was graduated from the 
Philadelphia College and Infirmary of 
Osteopathy in 1911 and have been in 
continuous practice in Philadelphia 
since that time, except, of course, for 
my tenure in public office. 


Q. Defender readers will be interest- 
ed in knowing how you happened to 
take up the Lincoln method of treat- 
ment. Would you care to tell them? 


A. Well, a few years ago, Dr. Le- 
land Brown, an outstanding laboratory 
technician in Philadelphia, called my 
attention to Dr. Lincoln’s work at Med- 
ford, Massachusetts. Dr. Brown’s pre- 
sentation of the subject was so interest- 
ing that I went at once to Swarthmore, 
where the laboratory of the Lincoln 
Foundation is located. What I saw 
there was so convincing that I flew to 
Medford and met Dr. Lincoln. I was 
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allowed to visit with many patients 
suffering from a variety of diseases, 
Their stories of improvement caused me 
to extend my visit and I had long con. 
versations with Dr. Lincoln. This was 
the first of several trips to the Clinic 
and in time Dr. Lincoln and I became 
firm friends. 

Q. I understand you know Charles 
W. Tobey, Jr., son of the late United 
States Senator Charles W. Tobey of 
New Hampshire. What about the re- 
port of his being cured of lung cancer? 


A. My acquaintance with Senator 
Tobey caused me to be particularly in- 
terested in his son’s case. Mr. Tobey 
was told he had an incurable cancer 
of the lung. I went over this case with 
Dr. Lincoln several times, reviewing 
the biopsies and the X-ray photographs, 
the latter showing continuing improve- 
ment from the date the Bacteriophage 
was first used. I met Tobey, Jr., for the 
first time, at a dinner in Washington 
with his father and Dr. Lincoln. Since 
that time I have visited Mr. Tobey at 
his home in Concord, New Hampshire, 
where he is at this time alive, well and 
in the practice of law. 

Q. It is reported that you have tried 
to interest the Osteopathic profession 
in Dr. Lincoln’s work. What happened? 


A. Yes. My continued friendship with 
Dr. Lincoln and the results I had seen 
procured by the use of the Bacterio- 
phage led me, in his behalf, to try and 
interest my profession in making a 
study of his work. All requests for such 
a study were denied. 

Q. What is your personal opinion 
of Dr. Lincoln and his discoveries? 


A. Dr. Lincoln had one of the keenest 
medical minds of any man I have ever 
met. His entire interest was in helping 
ill humanity and further perfecting his 
Bacteriophage. Had he so desired, Dr. 
Lincoln could have become a wealthy 
man as patients from many parts of the 
world sought his care. But money did 
not interest him. When I saw his body 
lowered into the grave I knew that hu- 
manity had lost a great man. His es- 
tate was insignificant. 


Q. I interrupted you. Were you 
through discussing the Tobey cancer 
case? 

A. I referred to Mr. Tobey as being 
a victim of cancer. I want to state pos- 
itively that I never heard Dr. Lincoln 
say he had a cure for cancer. Progress 
in certain cases of cancer was such that 
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he pleaded for a research plan that 
might show whether the Bacteriophage 
had effect in this disease. Such a study 
could only be made over a period of 
years in a great institution. His plea 
was never granted. Personally, I hope 
such a study may some day be made. 


Q. How does the Bacteriophage be- 
come effective in so many different dis- 
eased conditions? 


A. Am answer to that question would 
necessitate the writing of a book. Brief- 
ly, however, Dr. Lincoln was studying 
the action of the Staphylococcus, which 
is the common organism found in sinus- 
itis. These organisms, lodged in the 
naso pharynx, are believed to secrete a 
toxin which invades the body and be- 
comes instrumental in producing var- 
jous diseased conditions. The Lincoln 
Bacteriophage apparently overcomes 
the effect of this toxin and brings relief 
in many chronic diseases. 


Q. How is the Bacteriophage ad- 
ministered ? 


A. It is administered by the means 
of a spray inhaled through the nostrils. 
There are two types of Bacteriophage, 
the Alpha and the Beta. The method of 
treatment varies according to the con- 
dition of the patient and the disease in- 
volved. New strains have been develop- 
ed at the Lincoln Foundation labora- 
tory by Dr. Christopher Roos, whose 
work in this field has given him a na- 
tion-wide reputation. It is hoped these 
new strains may add to the effectiveness 


of the Alpha and Beta. 


Q. Can you give any information on 
the types of diseased conditions that 
have been helped by the Bacteriophage? 


A. That was a question which puz- 
zled me on my first and even subsequent 
visits at Dr. Lincoln’s Clinic. How could 
such widely diversified conditions as 
arthritis and tuberculosis be helped by 
the same curative agent? I made a point 
of writing to physicians whom I knew 
were using the treatment. One, a spe- 
cialist in ear, nose and throat, answered 
that in 99 cases of post nasal sinusitis, 
98 had responded to Phage therapy. 
Another physician specializing in arth- 
titis wrote that he had visited arthritis 
clinics in this Country and Europe and 
had found no agent more useful than 
the Bacteriophage. And so it went. Re- 
ports are continually flowing into 
Swarthmore from Fellows of the Foun- 
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dation who write of results in tuber- 
culosis, arthritis, diabetes, multiple 
sclerosis, colitis, asthma, skin infections, 
Buerger’s Disease and others. My own 
experience has convinced me of the im- 
portance of using the Bacteriophage in 
many of the chronic ailments. 


Q. Have you frequently visited the 
laboratory at Swarthmore? 


A. Yes, I have been there many times. 
This laboratory is completely equipped 
and subjected to Federal and State in- 
spection. Every known precaution is 
taken to provide a pure, effective Bac- 
teriophage. The laboratory is spotless 
and the greatest care is taken in pack- 
aging and shipping the product to Fel- 
lows of the Foundation. I might ex- 
plain here that any licensed physician 
can become a Fellow of the Founda- 
tion. In fact, any physician using the 
Phage must become a Fellow. The 
Foundation frowns on unethical prac- 
tices and promptly refuses to supply 
those who are unwilling to follow the 
rigid rules laid down for the Fellows. 
Many physicians of note are using the 
Phage and their reports to the Founda- 
tion are accumulating a mass of infor- 
mation that in time will be made avail- 
able to all Fellows of the Foundation. 
These reports are also available to any 
medical college or hospital or individ- 
ual physician who seeks information. 


Q. What is your connection with the 
organization? 


A. I want to make it clear that I 
have no connection with the Founda- 
tion other than as a Fellow, like all 
other physicians who use the Bacterio- 
phage in their practices. No one can 
legitimately make a claim that a pan- 
acea has been discovered by Dr. Lin- 
coln. It will take years to scientifically 
evaluate his discoveries. But there are 
reasons for supposing that an all new 
approach in treating human ailments 
is being opened. 


Q. What, in your opinion, is the fu- 
ture of the Lincoln Bacteriophage? 


A. My hope is that in the not dis- 
tant future organized medicine may 
make possible in some hospital or hos- 
pitals a detailed study of the effect of 
the system in such conditions as asthma, 
multiple sclerosis and cancer. Individ- 
ual reports by physicians are conclu- 
sive to those who make such reports, 
but no single physician has the facili- 
ties for doing what needs to be done. 
Such work must be carried on by phy- 
sicians who are specialists in their var- 
ious fields. When this is done, I am 
confident of final approval of the meth- 
od which is these days being so much 
discussed.

N HIS forceful little book, “The Jew- 

ish Power,” Rev. Kenneth Goff says: 
“Just why any race should be permitted 
to operate a Gestapo in the United 
States is not clear.”

LATE last year General George E. 


Stratemeyer, one of the greatest mil- 














itary figures our Country has ever 
known and for many years a close as- 
sociate of General Douglas MacArthur, 
became profoundly impressed by read- 
ing Colonel John Beaty’s book, “The 


Iron Curtain Over America.” 


On September 14, 1954 he wrote a 
letter praising the treatise — prints of 
which were given wide circulation with 
his permission. 


Colonel Beaty was well equipped by 
training and experience to write such 
a book. During 1926 he traveled in 29 
countries for the Albert Kahn Founda- 
tion, reporting on international affairs. 
Because his observations ran counter 
to a plan for world domination mapped 
by certain groups “a censorship black- 
ed out efforts at imparting information.” 


His novel, “Swords of the Dawn,” 
published later (1937) was well re- 
ceived. But a censorship was clamped 
upon his “Image of Life” (1940) which 
sought to warn Americans against the 
“degradation of their cultural stand- 
ards.” 

In 1940 Colonel Beaty was called in- 
to active duty in the Military Intelli- 
gence Service of the War Department 
General Staff. He later became one of 
two editors of the famous highly secre- 
tive war-time “G-2 Report” issued every 
noon for the White House, Cabinet 
members, Pentagon leaders and a few 
others occupying top level Government 
positions — summarizing the world 
situation from confidential sources.

ended, he was offered a choice of three 
positions with the Army, all of them 
interesting and flattering. But his heart 
was calling him back to Texas and the 
University where he had spent pleasant 
years of the past (Southern Methodist 
University, Dallas). 


On three different occasions, he has 
during these intervening years, ac- 
cepted short military assignments. His 
primary concern, however, was to write 
a book, spreading before the American 
people the JEWISH PLOT to wreck 
civilization and gain world domination.

Dear General Stratemeyer: 


It is never a pleasant duty to impose 
distressing problems upon public per- 
sonalities such as yourself, and for some 


_ time it had been our hope that this let- 


ter to you might become unnecessary. 


Just a year ago, the publishers of 
“Iron Curtain Over America” began dis- 
tributing, as part of a sales campaign, 
copies of what purported to be a letter 
from you to John O. Beaty, the author, 
endorsing this volume and recommend- 
ing it to Americans in general. 


At that time we withheld writing you 
because we felt that inevitably the facts 
about Mr. Beaty and his book would 
be brought to your attention and that 
you would then take appropriate action. 


A year has gone by and we now find 
that “The General Stratemeyer Letter 
Written to Col. Beaty” is the subject of 
a flyer being distributed by Gerald L. 
K. Smith’s Christian Nationalist Cru- 
sade. Enclosed is a photostatic copy of 
that leaflet, which you will note ac- 
knowledges unashamedly that “Iron 
Curtain Over America” is anti-Jewish. 


This leaflet is being distributed in 
large quantities and thus links your 
name widely and publicly with the anti- 
Semitism of Gerald Smith and John 
Beaty. We take it for granted that you 
are familiar with Smith’s long and 
notorious record as an anti-Jewish hate- 
monger. Perhaps you are not as aware 
of Mr. Beaty’s record. 


Professor Beaty is no newcomer to 
the field of anti-Jewish propaganda. As 
long ago as 1948 he was delivering anti- 
Semitic lectures in the Southwest. Until 
December 1951 his activities were con- 
fined to desultory speaking engagements 
whose effects appear to be irritating 
only in a local sense. Then he made his 
debut as a national anti-Semitic propa- 
gandist with the publication of “Iron 
Curtain Over America.” 


We do not propose to burden you at 
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this point with our detailed analysis 
of the book; suffice it to say that it is a 
compilation of anti-Jewish lies and dis- 
tortions which have caused it to become 
a kind of primer for lunatic fringe 
groups throughout the nation. 


Lest you feel that ours is a partisan 
Jewish view of this book, we would 
point out that “Iron Curtain Over Amer- 
ica” has been denounced by the Meth- 
odist publication Zions Herald. Others 
who have condemned it are Father J. J. 
Mulloy of the Jesuit High School of 
Dallas; Dr. Orval Watts in the publica- 
tion Faith And Freedom; and William 
Henry Chamberlain in the Chicago Tri- 
bune. (Photostatic copies of these con- 
demnations are enclosed.) 


Finally, you should know that, as a 
result of his activities, Professor Beaty 
was censured in May, 1954 by the Board 
of Trustees of Southern Methodist Uni- 


versity. 


In view of the foregoing, it is our 
feeling that you may want to consider 
the advisability of some public action 
which can assure the American people, 
who hold you in such high regard, that 
you repudiate religious hatred, as we 
know you do, and the use of your name 
by Professor Beaty and Gerald L. K. 
Smith. 


We would appreciate your response 
which we hope will relieve the concern 
that has been expressed to us by the 
many people who have seen Gerald 
Smith’s newest leaflet.

enclosures received and I want you and 
your organization to know that I force- 
fully resent what you have said or im- 
plied. 

First, I want to make it clear that I 
am not, nor have I ever been, anti-Jew- 
ish. I have many Jewish friends 
throughout this country, who are loyal 
honest Americans. 


As for your use of the meaningless 
expression “anti-Semitic” it makes no 
sense. According to the dictionary, the 
word Semitic pertains to the descendants 
of Shem which includes Assyrians, He- 
brews, Pheonicians, Arabs, Abyssinians, 
etc. It also pertains to the Semitic lan- 
guages collectively. Therefore, how any 
one person or group of persons could 
be anti-Semitic is beyond my under- 
standing. 

Who are you and your organization 
to tell me what I should read and what 
I should recommend other loyal Amer- 
ican citizens to read? And, by the way, 
just what is the purpose of your organ- 
ization? 

Not until I read John Beaty’s book 
“The Iron Curtain Over America” did 
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I learn what was going on back in the 
United States of America while I was 
overseas fighting for my Country. 

I think every loyal citizen of our 
Country whether he be Protestant, Jew, 
Catholic or Mohammedan should read 
“The Iron Curtain Over America.”

ORD RADSTOCK, of the English 


nobility, was an officer in Queen 


Victoria’s army. He had been wounded, 


and while in the hospital was won for 
Christ by Florence Nightingale, “the 
Lady with the Lamp.” After the close of 
the Crimean War he travelled through 
England, Sweden, Holland, France and 


Russia, winning souls to Christ. 


At a Bible Reading held by Lord 
Radstock in London, Countess Eliza- 
beth Chertkoff, a member of one of the 
great aristocratic families of Russia, 
was awakened. “How is it with your 
soul?” was the question that had 
brought conviction. Yet it was to be ten 
long years before the Countess would 
find peace.

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(THERE ARE six reasons for the grow- 
ing criticism and opposition to the 
United Nations: 


(1) It gives human beings too much 
authority. 


(2) It compels support of social 
programs. 


(3) It is hostile to our form of gov- 
ernment. 

(4) It cannot maintain a common 
objective. 

(5) It is a war creating machine. 


(6) Its leaders are not elected. 


It should be said that those opposed 
to the United Nations are not out of 
harmony with its objectives, nor are 
they unsympathetic to the unfortunate. 


The United Nations bestows upon iis 
officials far more authority over jobs, 
wages, hours of work, education, resi- 
dence, private property and religion, 
than ever exercised before by anyone. 
[It does this by double talk in the Char- 
ter, Section 3, Chapter 1. 


Under that section it is proposed to 
solve all social, cultural and humani- 





tarian problems, and establish perma- 
nent peace and prosperity by forcing 
the taxpayer to provide everyone with 
what he needs. 


When a world government undertakes 
an obligation of that character, nations 
become mere geographical divisions. 
That is why the proponents teach that 
nationalism, the conventional kind, is a 
political evil (the root of war) and ar- 
dently recommend the abolition of na- 
tions. It is a gross deception to insist 
that this world government does not in- 
terfere with international law. 


Here is another deception. The pro- 
ponents present the UN as democratic 
government. But it is unqualified total- 
itarianism, the very antithesis of de- 
mocracy, and they know it. 


Democracy aims at the minimum of 
governmental authority. The United Na- 
tions forces the maximum, and practi- 
cally eliminates local government, a 
fundamental of democracy. It repudi- 
ates democracy by compelling the citi- 
zen to depend upon government (tax 
money) for food and shelter. That is the 
very essence of totalitarianism. 


Here is a point to remember. The 


language supporting Section 3 implies 
that refusal to bow to political decrees 
will result in criminal punishment — 
punishment for trying to be independ. 
ent of government dole. 

Could there be a more twisted and 
distorted idea of what constitutes de- 
mocratic government? Could there be 
a more effective way to defeat security 
for the masses and to sabotage peace? 
Is it calculated fraud? If you feel like 
these are over-statements, check on 
countries with that kind of government, 


A person who believes in liberty can- 
not subscribe to these compulsory pro- 
grams — government compelling citi- 
zens to divide their living with others. 
The Charter advocates deny that they 
accept that Communist theory. To prove 
it, they summon the property protecting 
declaration in the Charter. 


That declaration is camouflage. Such 
government, as admitted by honest 
scholars, cannot be efficient without 
investing the administrator with unlim- 
ited power to seize property. 


Not only does that violate the Consti- 
tution, it is also the most deadly way 
to destroy public welfare. 


That is so, because of the relationship 
of the government official to the money 
in the Treasury. He is an agent covered 
with sovereign immunity. There is no 
one above him. He cannot be made fi- 
nancially responsible for his political 
acts. 

Legally, morally and in sound judg- 
ment, one does not give such an agent 
unlimited power to disburse money for 
charitable purposes or for investments. 
That would be too foolish. But that is 
what the one-worlders want you to do 
for them. The ballot will not protect 
They have other plans for the bal- 
ot. 

Clearly, the immunity and prestige 
which flow to a government official dis- 
qualifies him from using tax money in 
that manner. 
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the village and perhaps even the Inn 
itself. It concerned two entire strangers, 
who had just arrived. The village and 
those in the Inn had retired to rest some 
hours previously, and the silence of 
night enveloped the village. The only 
conceivable persons, who are likely to 
have known what was happening, were 
the Innkeeper and his wife. 


Certainly no one had any idea that 
a miracle was occurring and that the 
incarnate Saviour of the world was be- 
ing born of a Virgin. Mary and Joseph 
alone could have told of the miracu- 
lous character of the event, and they 
dared not and did not do so. (See Ap- 
pendix Note I) 

But, whilst Mary and Joseph could 
not reveal the fact of the miraculous 
conception, it was necessary that in 
some undeniable way it must publicly 
be made known that the Babe born that 
night, under such humble circumstances, 
was none other than the expected Christ. 


Since this was not to rest upon a 
personal claim put forward by Mary 
and Joseph that He was Virgin born, 
Providence alone could devise an un- 
deniable means by which the truth that 
Jesus was the expected Christ could be 
proclaimed. Such a proof was forth- 
coming. It lay in the mysterious mid- 
night visit of the Shepherds. 


THE SHEPHERDS 


At some distance from the village on 
one of the grassy slopes of the moun- 
tain side was a group of Shepherds 
keeping night watch over their sheep. 
“And, lo, the angel of the Lord came 
upon them, and the glory of the Lord 
shone round about them: and they were 
sore afraid. And the angel said unto 
them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. For unto you is 
born this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. And 
this shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall 
find the babe wrapped in swaddling 
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clothes, lying in a manger. And sudden- 
ly there was with the angel a multitude 
of the heavenly host praising God, and 
saying, Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men.” 


Such is the vivid account of what hap- 
pened to the Shepherds. 


The vision and the bright light faded 
away. Awe-struck and amazed, they 
consulted together. The angel message 
implied that they must go at once to 
seek the Babe. But they were some dis- 
tance from the village, and how were 
they to find the Babe in the middle of 
the night? 


They were to look for a sign — a 
Babe lying in a manger. If they delayed 
until the morning, that sign might be 
missing. The Infant might by that time 
have been removed to a house. But the 
sense of urgency overruled. “Let us 
now go.” “They came with haste.” 


What course were they to adopt to 
find the Babe? We emphasize again the 
obvious fact that no one in the village 
was likely to have known of the birth. 
Even the village nurse was not summon- 
ed. It is unlikely that the people in the 
Inn knew what was happening. The 
birth occurred in the stable adjoining 
the Inn. All had gone to rest some hours 
earlier. Mary and Joseph were to the 
villagers only ordinary travellers quite 
unknown to anyone. The Innkeeper’s 
wife may perhaps have been aroused 
when the birth occurred. 


How were the Shepherds to find the 
Babe? That was the problem that faced 
them as they hurried to the village in 
the middle of the night. Here it is to be 
noted that there was a full moon that 
night, which would enable them more 
easily to find their way to the village. 


(See Appendix Note IV) 


They could not go round the village 
knocking at doors. This would have 
been useless, for the birth only concern- 
ed two sirangers. As far as one can see, 
two alternatives seemed to lie before 
them. Either they must make for the 
village Inn as the center of village gos- 
sip, and disturb the inmates, in spite of 
its being the middle of the night, or 
they must seek out the village watch- 
man, presuming that there was one, 
which is probable. This latter would 
seem to be the better course, and on 
contacting him something like this 
would occur. 


“Where is the babe that has just been 
born?” they would ask. His reply 
would be either, “I don’t know of any 
babe being born,” or “I have heard 
that a baby has been born down at the 
village Inn.” 


But the question would arouse his 
curiosity. “What makes you think a 


ae 





baby has just been born? No one could 
have told you.” “We saw a vision of 
angels, who told us so.” 


He would reply incredulously: “You 
don’t expect me to believe that. People 
don’t see visions of angels nowadays, 
You are inventing the story, and must 
have been asleep and dreaming.” 


“Oh, but we can prove our story. We 
were told that we should find him lying 
in a manger. Babies are not born in 
stables and laid in mangers. If a baby 
has just been born and he is lying in a 
manger, then our story is proved true. 
Do you suppose we should have desert- 
ed our flock, and come all this way in 
the middle of the night unless the ex- 
perience were genuine?” 


They would make their way down to 
the village Inn. Even if our surmise of 
this contact with a village watchman be 
incorrect, the Shepherds would have 
adopted the alternative course, and 
made straight for the Inn, in which 
case much of the above suggested con- 
versation would have occurred there. 


At the Inn they found the Babe. 
Amazement would lead to further ques- 
tioning. Obviously the Shepherd’s story 
had proved itself true. They would be 
asked to say exactly what the angel had 
said to them. The Babe lying in a man- 
ger was “a Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord.” The expected Christ whom the 
prophet Micah had foretold would be 
born in Bethlehem! 


This would lead to a close question- 
ing of Mary and Joseph. These could 
not, and did not, reveal the foundation 
fact that the Babe had been miraculous- 
ly conceived. But they could say that 
they were of the house and lineage of 
David. Mary could say that she, like 
the Shepherds, had had an angel vision. 
Joseph may or may not have told of 
his dream, which had prompted their 
coming to Bethlehem. 


As we ponder the whole story, we 
can only marvel at the providence con- 
irolling events. God had Himself de- 
vised the remarkable means, which none 
could disregard, by which to proclaim 
the birth of the Saviour of the world. 
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Without the visit of the Shepherds it 
might never have been known at the 
time that a humble child born in a 
stable and laid in a manger was none 
other than the expected Christ. 


We may well echo the angels’ words, 
“Glory to God in the highest.” 


APPENDIX 
Note 1. The Virgin Birth. 


It may be here mentioned that in a 
scholarly work by F. W. Pitt entitled 
“New Light on the Virgin Birth,” he 
shows convincingly from biblical evi- 
dence that it was the divine intention 
that Mary and Joseph should not, and 
did not, reveal the fact of the miracu- 
lous conception, until after the resur- 
rection of Christ. His life, death and 
resurrection were to be the proof of His 
divinity, rather than their statement of 
His Virgin birth. That proved, it would 
then be realized that if divine, He must 
of necessity have been born of a Virgin. 


Mary and Joseph had carefully pre- 
served written records of what occurred 
at the birth, i.e., the visit of Gabriel to 
Mary and the dream revelation to 
Joseph, at the time. It was only after 
the resurrection that Mary, Joseph be- 
ing no longer alive, felt at liberty to 
produce these written records, and they 


were incorporated in the Gospels of 
Matthew and Luke. 


Internal evidence overwhelming- 
ly proves these records to be true, that 
they could not have been invented, and 
that they were written by Mary and 
Joseph at the time of the birth, and not 
long afterwards, when the two Gospels 
were being compiled. 


Note II. The Date of the Birth of 
Christ. 


The Bible does not give the actual 
day on which Christ was born, but in- 
directly indicates it. Indications are: 


(1) The date of the death of Herod. 
(2) The governorship of Quirinius. 


(3) The imperial decree to hold a 
census. 


(4) The time when the course of Abia 
was on duty in the Temple. 


In his most exhaustive and master- 
ful examination of the question, D. 


Davidson identifies the date of Christ’s 
birth as having been the 15th day of 
the Jewish month, Tisri, the Feast of 
Tabernacles, which in the year B.C. 4 
fell on our October 4th (Julian). 


The main key to the problem lies 
in the actual date of the death of Herod. 
Here Mr. Davidson points to hitherto 
unnoticed evidence of the historian Jo- 
sephus (Antiquities XVII). 


Josephus gives a very detailed ac- 
count of events during the last year of 
Herod, and what immediately followed 
covering a period of 13 months. The 
period begins with the day on which 
Herod removed from office Matthias, 
the High Priest, and ordered the execu- 
tion of another Matthias. He significant- 
ly adds that on that night there occur- 
red an eclipse of the moon. This, Mr. 
Davidson states, occurred on the night 
of March 12-13, B.C. 4. The period ends 
13 months later with the passover in 
B.C. 3, which fell on March 31, after 
the death. of Herod. 


Josephus gives a detailed account of 
all that happened between Herod’s 
death and this Passover on March 31, 
B. C. 3. These happenings could not 
have covered less than seven or eight 
weeks. Herod must, therefore, have 
died in January. The actual day is pre- 
served in the Jewish “Megillath Taa- 
nith” as January 18. Davidson further 
shows that The Feast of Tabernacles, in 
B.C. 4, October 4, fell during the gov- 
ernorship of Quirinius, and when the 
course of Abia were on duty, which 
only lasted a fortnight each year. 


The established fact that Herod died 
on January 18th, B.C. 3, entirely rules 
out December 25th as the true date of 
Christmas. 


Note III. No room in the Inn. 


The Inn was found to be unexpected- 
ly full. The reason was not because so 
many, besides Mary and Joseph, were 
seeking enrollment at Bethlehem be- 
cause of descent from the royal line of 
David. There would be very few such. 
The reason was owing to the fact that 
it was the Feast of Tabernacles, and 
many preferred to spend the 7 days of 
the Feast in the comparative quiet of 
Bethlehem than in the crowded city. 
(The Word was made flesh, and dwelt, 


or tabernacled, among us).

A full moon on the Night 
of Christ’s Birth. 


If we accept the Feast of Tabernacles 
as the date of Christ’s birth, then the 
moon must have been at the full on that 
night. 

In the Jewish Calendar each month 
began at the sunset when the new moon 
was first visible. The Feast of Taber- 
nacles was fixed to begin on the fif- 
teenth day of the Month Tisri. There 
was a new moon on the first day of that 
month, which would be at the full by 
the 15th. The 15th of Tisri, in B.C. 4 
fell on October 4 (Julian). 


These facts are taken from D. David- 
son’s masterly examination of the date 
of Christmas, and from Smith’s Diction- 


ary of the Bible.

HOXSEY SUES FOR 
TEN MILLION 


N NOVEMBER 7th the Texas State 

Board of Medical Examiners re- 
voked the licenses of all six doctors, 
serving on the staff of the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic at Dallas, Texas. By this 
means the 14 members of the Board 
thought to force the institution to close 
its doors. The move was widely publi- 
cized by press and radio. 

A wail ascended from the hearts of 
cancer victims taking the treatment. The 
following letter from a man in Ander- 
son, Missouri is typical: 


“Dear Defender: We have just been 
shown a newspaper clipping that the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic was closed and 
the associate doctors had their licenses 
taken away. Is this true? And now 
what becomes of my wife who is taking 
the medicines? Can we still get the me- 
dicines? Do you know? 

“Also, is there a possibility of Dr. 
Hoxsey fighting back and getting the 
order revoked? Would it be possible 
for him to open a clinic in some other 
State, or Mexico? It makes me sick to 
hear this news. I thought by writing 
you, I might get some information that 
would help us.” 

To which The Defender replied: “It 
is true that the Texas State Board of 
Medical Examiners unlawfully cancel- 
led the licenses of the doctors. But it is 
also true that the Board was ordered 
in district court to return the licenses 
within 24 hours. The Clinic is operat- 
ing in the usual way.” 

When medical groups operating 
through the Texas Board struck in this 
fashion, Dr. Hoxsey and his colleagues 
said, This is enough! They felt the 
time had come to put an end to the har- 
assment once and for all. 


Dr. Hoxsey immediately filed a suit 
asking TEN MILLION DOLLARS 
DAMAGES, naming the Texas State 
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Board of Medical Examiners, the Texas 
Medical Association and the American 
Medical Association as defendants. The 
action charges conspiracy. The Dallas 
law firm of Martin & Bailey is handling 
the case. 

The petition upon which the trial will 
be passed is a terrific document, breath- 
taking in places, consisting of approxi- 
mately 5,000 words, listing 36 overt 
acts. It is a running story, starting 
back in 1936 when Dr. and Mrs. Hox- 
sey were thrown into jail on false and 
preposterous charges ... tracing the 
conspiracy down to date.

DUMB DIPLOMACY 


HE GROUP around President Eisen- 

hower who sold him on the idea of 
compromising with Communist leaders 
before and at Geneva, did the Country 
a disservice. He should have known 
better ! 

His leftist propensities evidently re- 
sponded to the scheme. The destruction 
of anti-Communist McCarthyism was 
part of the deal. The President’s praise 
of “my good friend” leftist Edward R. 
Murrow also entered into the picture. 
Orders were handed down through Gov- 
ernment agencies that nothing was to 
be said or done against Communism. 
The American position was compro- 
mised at every point. Now, Moscow 
has turned on us more savagely than 
ever before, which places the White 
House in a weakened, untenable posi- 
tion. 


THE COMMUNIST CORE 


HEN the Communists first came to 

power in Russia, back in 1917, it 
was generally known, both in Europe 
and America, that the men who had 
brought about the revolution, and were 
then ruling in Russia, were Jews. Be- 
fore long, however, wealthy and influ- 
ential Jews in this Country determined 
that such an awareness might well prove 
disastrous to the cause of Judaism. 


And thus it happened that Jewish 
pressure forced all intelligent appraisal 
of Communism to go underground. Nev- 
er more was it mentioned in our press, 
our books, our pulpits, or even in our 
fiery soap box warnings against the 
Communist menace, that Communism 
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was a movement fostered and vitalized 
by the Jews. 


The burying of this fact was the op- 
portunity for Communism’s spread. The 
Christian world was deceived into re- 
garding it as simply a bad philosophy, 
or an undesirable economic system. The 
result? In less than forty years, Com- 
munism, by political conquest, has be- 
come the ruler of half the people of the 
world, and as an intellectual force, has 
insinuated itself into the policies and 
programs that govern most of the other 
half. 

All of the conventional, facile expla- 
nations, such as the persuasiveness of 
Karl Marx’s writings, or the military 
potential of the Russian people, or the 
general discontent of the working class- 
es, fail to explain the dynamic and im- 
mediate filtering of Communism into 
every quarter of the globe. The only 
sufficient explanation, and the true one, 
is this: Communism was diffused by 
means of that ancient, international net- 
work, the Jewish people. 


No one should be tempted to con- 
clude, however, that the Jews adopted 
Communism because they themselves 
wanted to live under its regime. Com- 
munism was to the Jews an opportune 
weapon in their centuries-old battle 
against Christ and His Church.

The present series of 
15 sermons cut across denominational 
lines because based upon broad funda- 
mentals accepted by all evangelical be- 
lievers. 


Appeals are beamed toward three 
groups:

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MISSIONARY WORK In MEXICO 





HERE ARE now 17 Defender 

Churches and Chapels in Mexico, 
the oldest and largest (shown below), 
located in the city of Monterrey. Dr. R. 
Botello-Alanis, a Mexican Christian 
leader, superintends the task. 


The accompanying photograph, show- 
ing the Pastors, their wives and chil- 
dren, was taken during the 1955 annual 
convention held late in October — 
which Dr. Botello pronounced “‘the 
best we have ever had due to the unity 
and spirit of brotherly love existing 
throughout the sessions, and the impor- 
tant business transacted.” 


Mexico is a wonderful Country and 
it is natural for the average Mexican to 
be gracious, courteous and hospitable. 
Many people of the United States do not 
understand the marvels that lie south of 
the border. The early residents residing 
there had a high order of culture and 
civilization long before the Spanish 
conquest. 

They manufactured paper on which 
to preserve written records. They used 
a peculiar herb that cured heart disease. 
They possessed a rare knowledge of 
mathematics. They understood the move- 
ment of heavenly bodies. They realized 
in astronomy a perfect chronology by 
which to establish 





tec culture, namely the feathered ser- 
pent, carvings of which are to be found 
everywhere in Mexican archaeology. 


The serpent was paramount as a re- 
ligious figure among the early popu- 
lation of what is now Mexico. The same 
idea was handed down to the Mayans. 
The Mayans in turn passed it along to 
the Toltecs. And the Toltecs gave it to 
the Aztecs. 


All of these civilizations believed 
that the God of the universe had been 
om earth, in human form, some time 
in the remote past. They also expected 
him to return. The name of this deity 
was Quetzalcoatl. 


Some say that the story of Quetzal- 
coatl is a myth, a figment of the imagin- 
ation. Others insist that such a person 
actually existed, that he did establish 
the Utopian state attributed to him by 
the early Indian population of Mexico. 


Cortez reached the coast of Mexico 
in the year 1519. He landed at a place 
to which he gave the name Vera Cruz, 
a term that meant “True Cross.” This 
put him in direct touch with the Aztecs. 


The principal city of Aztec civiliza- 
tion stood at that time on a site which 
is now Mexico City. The Aztecs were 





ruled by a leader named Moctezuma. 


Moctezuma accepted Cortez as a god, 
thinking he was Genuahoostt returned, 
Cortez put Moctezuma in chains. Then 
he proceeded to destroy the altars on 
which human sacrifices were offered. 
Some time, somewhere in the unrecord- 
ed past, the ancestors of the later Indian 
population had contact with sources of 
divine revelation. They were groping 
for God. They were groping for reveal- 
ed truth. 


In their human sacrifices, we see 
them groping for the Lamb of God, 
slain from the foundation of the world. 
They were reaching, they knew not how, 
for truth about the vicarious atonement 
of the Son of God on Calvary. 


In their idea of Quetzalcoatl appear- 
ing on earth mysteriously and leaving 
on a cloud with the expectancy that he 
would come again, they were reaching, 
they knew not how, for the Christ in- 
carnate, resurrected, and ascended, to- 
gether with the blessed hope of His re- 


turn. 


In their emphasis upon the feathered 
serpent, they were reflecting a knowl- 
edge of what transpired in the Garden 
of Eden when Satan worked through an 


exalted being called 





tables of planetary 
conjunctions. They 
knew engineering and 
engaged in hydraulic 
construction. 

They created a form 
of architecture that 
was strong, durable 
and rich in coordina- 
tions and proportions.

HE ABOVE PICTURE tells an im- 

portant story of missionary organ- 
izing and achievement. It was taken a 
few days ago in the heart of the Old 
Jerusalem (Jordan), a short distance 
from the road Christ traveled, dragging 
His Cross outside the city to the knoll 
of Calvary. 





The photograph was made during 
one of several classes held daily, in 
which Arab women and girls are taught 
trades and drilled in the Scriptures. 
Similar classes are conducted in other 
quarters for men and boys. 


Rev. Solomon John Mattar, the well- 
known Arab Christian leader, is shown 
with the group. The sign, in both Ara- 
bic and English, explains the nature of 
the work being done. 


The Missionary Department of the 
Defenders organization has been for 30 
years, guided by the principle that na- 
tive Christians are best qualified to 
lead their own people in Christian 
paths. They know the language, cus- 
toms, traditions and are better equip- 
ped to present the claims of the Gospel 
than “foreigners” from the outside. 


There are, of course, missionary areas 
where local leadership is not available. 
But even under these circumstances, as 
much responsibility should be placed 
upon the native as possible. 








The Defender program in the Middle 
East is fortunate to have a man of Mr. 
Mattar’s character, consecration and 
caliber at the helm. He is loved and re- 
spected by his people. 


Most of the students taking industrial 
and missionary training in the Defender 
Schools of Jerusalem, are refugees. 
Which means that they are among the 
more than a million displaced persons 
who (or their parents) were driven 
from their homes in Palestine during 
the Zionist invasion of 1948. 


Among these groups are thousands 
of as intelligent and refined people as 
one might expect to find anywhere in 
the world. The conscience of the nations 
needs to be probed regarding their 
plight, fleeing en masse, they left ev- 
erything behind, barely escaping alive. 


There is important work to be done 
among these people at missionary levels. 
A great opportunity exists which the 
Defender Missionary Department feels 
should not be ignored.

EMORY TEXT: “Ask, and it shall 

be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened un- 
to you.” Luke 11:9. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 

as follows: 

Luke 11:1. 

B. Jesus prayed during every great crisis of 
His earth life. Luke 5:16. 

C. Jesus, in prayer, is an example for the 
Christian to follow. Luke 9:28. 


D. Jesus gave us the Model Prayer. 
11:2-4, 


A. Prayer is a necessity. 


Luke 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “PRAYER.” 


Prayer brings forth the best there 
is in man. We are more God-like in 
prayer than at any other time. Prayer 
produces good men. It insulates us 
against temptation. 


Jesus prayed more than any other 
person mentioned in the Bible. He pray- 
ed “without ceasing.” Considering His 
deity and position in the Godhead, the 
question rises ... Why should it have 
been necessary for Him to pray? The 
answer is twofold: 


FIRST. He was an Example for the 
believer. While in the flesh He became 
a pattern for those who would follow 
in His train. We are expected to take 
His “yoke” and pull with Him, work 
with Him, in life. (Matthew 11:29-30) 
In death He is the “firstfruits,” the 
pattern for the believer. (I Corinthians 
15:20 & I John 3:2) In life we try to 
like Him. In death we shall be like 

im. 


SECOND. On earth, Jesus lived a 
perfect human life. The New Testament 
leaves no doubt as to His humanity. It 
contains a record of His birth, infancy, 
growth, struggles, opposition, tempta- 
tions, sufferings and death. These things 
are characteristically human. 


The classical description of our 
Lord’s humanity is found in Philip- 
pians 2:5-11 which includes the fol- 
lowing: “But made himself of no rep- 
utation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the like- 





ness of men.” The human side of Him, 
the nature He shared with us, required 
prayer. There were crises in His min- 
istry when He sought and found guid- 
ance, and received comfort and strength 
from above human levels. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 9:29. 
“And as he prayed, the fashion of his 


countenance was altered, and his rai- 
ment was white and glistering.” 


Luke was profoundly impressed with 
the prayer life of Jesus. His Gospel 
contains more about these spiritual ex- 
ertions than either of the other three. 
He records the seven following instan- 
ces which none of the others mention: 


(1) Jesus’ baptism (2) before His 
conflict with the leaders of the Jews 
(3) before choosing the Twelve (4) be- 
fore the first announcement of His cru- 
cifixion (5) om the Mount of Transfig- 
uration (6) prior to giving the Lord’s 
Prayer and (7) on the Cross. 


Only Luke reported the two parables 
which emphasize the importance of per- 
sistence in prayer — the friend who 
knocked at midnight requesting bread, 
and the unjust judge who granted the 
woman’s plea for justice. 


Luke alone preserved the story of the 
Publican and the Pharisee. This is im- 
portant because it shows the necessity 
of a sincere heart attitude, devoid of 
sham, hypocrisy and make-believe when 
engaged in prayer. Men look upon the 
outward appearance, but God sees heart 
motives. Our Lord’s “countenance was 
altered” during prayer. An aura sur- 
rounded Him that was “white and glis- 
tering.” Prayer always has a transform- 
ing effect. Sinners are changed into 
saints under its magic touch. Bad habits 
are uprooted. Evil traits of character 
are replaced by Christian virtues. 


“Communion with God changes and 
glorifies a man. The very secret of the 
Gospel way of making men better is 
— transfiguration by the vision of God. 
Yes! to be much with God is the true 
way to mend our characters, and to

(3) THE KEY FACT: JESUS GAVE 
US A MODEL PRAYER. 


“Lord, teach us to pray,” said the 
disciples. Jesus responded by giving 
them, and us, the model petition known 
affectionately as the Lord’s Prayer, 
which among other truths, embodies 
five fundamental Christian beliefs: 


(1) The theological postulate sug. 
gested by the words “Our Father,” that 
we live in a world over which an all. 
powerful, personal Being presides. (2) 
The fact of reverence expressed in the 
phrase “Hallowed be thy name.” (3) 
The prophetical view that sin and Sa- 
tan will one day relinquish their grip 
in the interest of bliss and perfection, 
“Thy kingdom come.” (4) The con- 
trol of the divine hand over temporal 
matters, the provision of “daily bread” 
and (5) The ethical belief of difference 
between good and evil expressed in the 
petition, “deliver us from evil.” 


“We call it the Lord’s Prayer, but it 
is so only in the sense that He gives it. 
It is our prayer for our use. This is 
the type to which His servants’ prayers 
are to be conformed.” — Alexander 
Maclaren. 


The Model Prayer breaks down in- 
to seven petitions. The first three have 
to do exclusively with God: “Hallowed 
be thy name,” “Thy kingdom come,” 
“Thy will be done.” 


These occur on the descending scale, 
from Himself down to His kingdom, to 
the complete doing of His will among 
the subjects of the kingdom. 


The remaining four have to do with 
ourselves: “Give us our daily bread,” 
“Forgive us our debts,” “Lead us not 
into temptation,” “Deliver us from 
evil.” 


These occur on the ascending scale, 
from bodily wants up to final deliver- 
ance from all evil. 


Man is indelibly stamped with 4 
worshipful nature. He is incurably re 
ligious. His deepest nature calls for 
God. Sinful corrosion often keeps him 
from expressing freely the deepes! 
yearning of his being. The greatest 
achievement in life is to have the thirst 
of the soul, the cry of the heart for God, 
satisfied. This can be realized only 
through prayer.

MARY’S MARVELOUS SONG 


Luke 1:26-80: Luke 2:1-20; 
Isaiah 7:14; Micah 5:2. 











EMORY TEXT: “Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” Luke 2:14. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 
A. The virgin birth of Christ prophesied. 
Isaiah 7:14. 
B. The prophecy fulfilled. Luke 1:35 & Luke 
S37. 
C. The place where Christ would be born 
prophesied. Micah 5:2, 


D. The prophecy fulfilled. Luke 2:4. 
E. Mary’s song of praise. Luke 1:46-56. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “JESUS.” 


“And, behold, thou shalt conceive in 
thy womb, and bring forth a son, and 


shalt call his name JESUS.” 


These words, comprising the very 
core of the lesson text under consider- 
ation, were addressed to the Virgin 
Mary by an angel. The event which the 
announcement anticipated was destined 
to result in false accusations regarding 
her character at a later date. 


During our Lord’s heated debate with 
the Jews, recorded in the eighth chap- 
ter of John’s Gospel, they slandered 
Mary’s name and this caused Him to 
denounce them in no uncertain terms. 

They inquired cynically, “Where is 
thy father?” Jesus had no earthly fath- 
er. Their question was meant to attach 
the thought of bastardy to His birth. It 
was intended as an insult. He answered 
that He “came from God.” 


Then they resorted to the use of lan- 
guage even more vile, saying, “We be 
not born im fornication.” The inference 
was clear. He understood. They were 
trying to degrade Him by inferring that 
He was born in fornication ... and that 
His mother was a harlot. 


“We be not born in fornication,” they 
said. And He came back with the quick 
rejoinder: “Ye are of your father the 
devil.” They could not malign His moth- 
er and attack the doctrine of the Virgin 
Birth without His protest. 


Let there be candor. Christ was born 
of a Virgin or He was the son of a de- 
praved woman. It is not surprising that 


the doctrine of the Virgin Birth has been 
under constant attack, from Satanic 
sources, down across the centuries of 
Church history. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 1:46. 


“And Mary said, My soul doth mag- 
nify the Lord.” 


Our lesson contains a beautiful story. 
Joseph and Mary were normal lovers. 
They became espoused. Or, as we would 
say, they became engaged. According to 
the custom of the times, an espousal 
continued for one year. 


During this time an astounding dis- 
covery was made regarding the state 
of Mary’s health. Joseph was heart- 
broken. But the record says he was a 
“just man” and sought to shelter her. 
He loved her despite the implications. 


It was under these circumstances that 
an angel appeared, first to Mary, and 
later to Joseph, to announce that the 
promise made back in Eden regarding 
the coming of a virgin-born Redeemer 
into the world was soon to be fulfilled. 


Had Mary been guilty of the charge 
made by the enemies of her time, the 
modernists today and certain others, 
she would have been embarrassed, hu- 
miliated and crestfallen. She would 
have sought seclusion. She would have 
stayed away from friends and relatives. 
But her behavior was exactly the oppo- 
site. She wanted the companionship of 
her closest kin. She literally ran into 
the presence of Elizabeth, her cousin. 
She was lighthearted, happy, radiant 
and bouyant of spirit. 


She sang: “My soul doth magnify the 
Lord.” This is important psychological 
evidence for the doctrine of the Virgin 


Birth. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: MARY'S 
SONG BRINGS JOY TO THE HEART 
OF THE CHRISTIAN. 


Mary’s Magnificat (Luke 1:46-56) 
was uttered during her stay in “the hill 
country” with Elizabeth, who was to be- 
come the mother of John the Baptist. 
The song started with the words pre- 
viously quoted, “My soul doth magnify 
the Lord.” Four major themes are de- 
veloped: 

(1) Verses 46-48. Mary rejoiced in 
the high honor bestowed upon her, one 
so lowly. “All generations shall cail 


me blessed,” she exclaimed. 
(2) Verses 49-50. Mary sang of God’s 
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mercy and grace upon all generations. 
“His mercy is on them that fear him.” 


(3) Verses 51-53. Mary recited tokens 
of God’s favor to the lowly. “He hath 
filled the hungry with good things.” 


(4) Verses 54-56. Mary knew she 
was in the path of blessing and that 
through her all mankind would be 
blessed. Promises made Abraham were 
being fulfilled. “To Abraham and to 
his seed for ever.” 


“In its form as uttered by Mary it is 
a beautiful lyrical poem. It is almost 
wholly made up of Old Testament 
quotations. There is an especially close 
connection between it and the song of 
Hannah, the mother of Samuel. Never- 
theless the hymn of Mary is essentially 
different from the triumphal song of 
Hannah. While Mary sings her happi- 
ness with deep humility and holy re- 
serve, Hannah completely surrendered 
herself to a feeling of personal triumph 
over her enemies. Where Mary bor- 
rowed expressions from the Old Testa- 
ment, she gives to the consecrated words 
a deeper meaning and a higher appli- 


cation.” — Prof. Geldenhuys.

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


.- Hypocrisy condemned. Luke 11:39. 

. Repentance demanded. Luke 11:32. 

- Judgment anticipated. Luke 11:32. 

- Moral and spiritual light radiated. Luke 
11 :33-35. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “JUDGMENT.” 


This lesson for today and several 
others to follow, will continue the stu- 
dies in the book of Luke on the life of 
Christ, as started last year. Higley’s 
Sunday School Commentary says: 


i—Ren--E 


“As the study continues, the teach- 
ings of Jesus become more and more 
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personal as far as His disciples are con- 
cerned. There is a disclosure of His own 
impending Cross, and with this, am ap- 
peal to rugged consecration to His dis- 
ciples. From without, there is greater 
intensity of resistance on the part of 
Jewish leaders, which finally precipi- 
tates crucifixion for the Lord.” 


Jesus used stinging words to rebuke 
the Jews, who like the Ninevites, needed 
a call to repentance ... but they were 
far more deserving of judgment than 
those to whom Jonah preached. 


“For as Jonas was a sign unto the 
Ninevites, so shall also the Son of man 
be to this generation.” The context 
leaves no doubt that this remark was 
meant to be a hint regarding His ap- 
proaching death and resurrection. (See 


Matthew 12:40) 


As Jonah came out of the sea mon- 
ster’s belly, so also He would rise from 
the dead. All question concerning the 
validity of the Jonah story vanishes. 
Jesus believed it. 


It is a frightful thing to reject the 
divine Saviour. The Jews were in the 
act of doing this when He stood before 
them. They were placing themselves 
squarely in the path of judgment. Hence 
His words: 

“The men of Nineve shall rise up 
in the judgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it: for they repented 
at the preaching of Jonas; and behold, 
a greater than Jonas is here.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 11:44. 


“Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye are as graves 
which appear not, and the men that 
walk over them are not aware of them.” 


Jesus knew that He was dealing with 
a monstrous evil, manifested through 
wicked men. There could be no com- 
promise. His words bore a sharp edge, 
designed to cut to the core of their sin- 
ful hearts. 


Back in Babylon, their rabbinical an- 
cestors had started putting vicious and 
fanatical writings together in the 
name of religion, which (in the days of 
Christ) had largely supplanted the Law 
and the prophets. This reservoir of filth 
continued to accumulate down into the 
fifth century A.D., gradually harden- 
ing into a governing code for inter- 
national Jewry. These writings of the 
rabbis comprising thousands of printed 
pages, are known today as the Talmud. 


The Pharisees against whom Jesus 
levelled His polemic, were Talmudists. 
Every rabbi, standing in a modern syn- 
agogue, is a student of the Talmud. In 
its pages will be found the most lewd, 
insulting references to Christ and His 
mother that could possibly be formed 
into human language. 
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And yet, American Jews have the 
cheek to promote “Brotherhood Week” 
(so-called) in February of each year! 
The nations are today indebted to the 
Talmud for the twin evils of Zionism 
and Communism. 


A well-known writer on theological 
subjects commenting on our key verse, 
but possessing no apparent knowledge 
of the Talmud, sums up its actual effect 
on the lives it controls: 


“Just what is Jesus condemning? 
Just what were the sins of the Pharisees? 
They were four: externalism, legalism, 
religious ostentation, and plain hypoc- 
risy. These are big words; they might 
be summed up in a sentence: The sin 
of the Pharisee was that he was so con- 
cerned with putting up an outer relig- 
ious ‘front’ that he neglected true right- 
eousness in his own heart. The outside 
of the cup he kept polished and clean, 
while the inside was filthy; from the 
outside he looked like a good man, but 
inside he was rotten. The Pharisees 
tithed and prayed and went regularly 
to the synagogue services, but in their 


hearts they held hell.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: IT IS A MIS. 
TAKE TO REJECT MORAL AND 
SPIRITUAL LIGHT. 


“When thine eye is single, thy whole 
body also is full of light; but when 
thine eye is evil, thy body also is full 
of darkness.” 

These parabolic words were dropped 
into a discussion, in which Jesus re- 
ferred to Himself as radiating the mor- 
al and spiritual light which the human 
family so much needed then (and needs 
now). 

Light was in the world, but the Phari- 
sees refused to see it. They were will- 
fully ignorant. Light is in the world to- 
day, but great masses of people reject 
it. Someone has said: 


“Many things in the Bible I cannot 
understand; many things in the Bible 
I only think I understand; but there are 
many things in the Bible I cannot mis 
understand!” It is nothing short of re 
markable, the extremes to which some 
people go, in an effort to misunderstand 
Christ and keep Him, His teachings and 
the Holy Spirit from regulating their 
lives.

GOD'S PROVIDENTIAL CARE 
Luke 12:4-53. 











EMORY TEXT: “And seek not ye 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 
For all these things do the nations of 
the world seek after: and your Father 
knoweth that ye have need of these 
things. But rather seek ye the kingdom 
of God; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” Luke 12:29-31. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. God is interested in both the eternal and 
temporal welfare of His children. Luke 
12 :24-27. 


B. We are invited to trust in His care. Luke 
12:28. 


C. Christian experience is both vertical and 
horizontal. Luke 12:31. 


D. Christian possessions are eternal. Luke 
12:34. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FAITH.” 


Today’s lesson finds Jesus enjoying 
His greatest popularity as far as crowds 
and public acclaim is concerned, the 
growing hostility of Jewish leaders not- 
withstanding. The assembly described 
in our text, appears to have gathered 
soon after His clash with the Pharisees, 
mentioned last week. 


“Take no thought of your life, what 
ye shall eat; neither for the body, what 
ye shall put on.” Jesus does not mean 
to encourage indolence. In the next 
breath, He mentions Solomon, which 
leads us to know that Proverbs 6:6 must 
have had His approval. 


It is His purpose, rather, to encour- 
age an attitude of absolute trust im God. 
He is saying that worry and anxiety 
about material things, never helps. 
Worry and nervous tension cannot add 
“one cubit” to “stature” or aid one whit 
in the solution of any problem that 
may rise in daily life. 

“Worrying about food and clothing 
a8 security is stupid; it robs us of the 
chance to worry about something really 
worth worrying about — the Kingdom 
of God! It is evidence of service to mam- 
mon — of putting material things be- 
fore the things of God. Jesus had no 
use for such an attitude. He never 
preached against possessions as such; to 
some extent, His wandering ministry 
was made possible by followers who 
held property. But all too often He saw 

lat possessions came between man and 
his God. He did mot set out to abolish 
wealth; He was anxious only that men 





be not so anxious about wealth that it. 
would keep them from knowing God. 
How foolish it is to do that! How fool- 
ish to worry and fret ourselves over se- 
curity and possessions! It is a sign of 
lack of trust in God.” — Tarbell’s. 


The word “faith” projects itself from 
the text. Faith in God’s providential 
care caused the heart and mind to relax. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 12:31. 


“But rather seek ye the kingdom of 
God; and all these things shall be add- 


ed unto you.” 


This verse is both vertical and hori- 
zontal. A transparent relationship with 
God makes one the recipient of a spir- 
itual inflow vertically, that assures a 
creative outflow horizontally. 


Adjustment to the kingdom of God 
on spiritual levels, makes it possible 
for the heavenly Father, to look after 
“these (material) things” for His child. 


“Here is the Lord’s positive order to 
‘seek.” The one worthy object of our 
concern is God’s kingdom. There is 
just one main thing to be concerned 
about, not two or a hundred. When we 
keep ourselves in God’s will, He keeps 
us.” —Higley’s Commentary. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: UNDERNEATH 
ARE THE EVERLASTING ARMS. 


Gypsy Smith, the noted evangelist, 
participated in the Welsh Revival. He 
later related this experience: 


A man became convicted of his sins 
under the preaching of the Gospel and 
made public profession of faith in 
Christ. Returning to his old associa- 
tions, he was beset with doubts. 


He doubted the Bible, the person of 
Christ, the plan of salvation, the fact 
of forgiveness, everything. His carnal 
mind proved to be “enmity toward 
God.” In distress he wrote Gypsy Smith 
a letter, pouring out his heart. 


The Evangelist was sitting by a win- 
dow when the letter arrived. A gentle 
snow was falling outside. In the dis- 
tance, a mountain was being wrapped in 
a white mantle. 


Gypsy Smith visualized a tiny, fluffy 
snowflake pause in midair, and ask the 
mountain whether or not a _ landing 
could be made with safety. Could the 
mountain bear its weight? 


From the rugged depths of the moun- 
tain came these imaginary words: “Yes, 
little snowflake, you can trust me. Have 
faith. Let go. Relax upon my bosom.” 


Gypsy Smith penned the parable for 
the man and added this terse passage 
from God’s Word, “Underneath are the
